Pursuant to General Orders from Department Headquarters about 125 com- 
rades gathered on a dreary day of inclement weather to carry out the details and 
functions of their sixty-fifth Annual Encampment. It could not help being an 
impressive occasion. 

As a feature of many years’ standing, Comrade David King, Post 15, officiated 
as Officer of the Day, supported and assisted by Comrades Eldredge and Sweeney 
as of yore. 

At about 10 a.m. the Assistant Adjutant-General, James 8. Mitchell, opened the 
exercises by presenting the Officers of the Department, consisting of Commander 
Waldo Turner and Suite, who were formally escorted to the platform, the whole 
assembly rising upon their entrance. 

‘Assistant Adjutant-General Mitchell: ‘“Mr. Commander, I hand to you the 
gavel.” . 

Commander: “Comrades, you wlll please come to order. This is the sixty-fifth 
Annual Encampment of the Department of Massachusetts Grand Army of the 
Republic. Officer of the Day, are all approaches to this hall properly guarded?” 

Officer of the Day: ‘Commander, they are.’ 

Commander: ‘Are the officers present?” 

Officer of the Day: ‘‘They are.” 

Commander: “Are those present all members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic?” 

Officer of the Day: ‘Each and every one has given me the password as they came 
in. 

Commander: ‘‘Comrades, we are assembled for the transaction of such business 
as may come before us. We meet in fraternity, charity and loyalty, ard may all 
our hearts unite as one in sustaining the principles of our organization. The 
Chaplain will invoke the Divine blessing.” 

Rey. William M. Mick, Post 62: “Almighty God, our heavenly Father, we thank 
Thee for this opportunity of meeting with our comrades again. We thank Thee 
that Thy love and mercy and protecting care have been over us in such a bountiful 
way; and yet, O God, we are reminded as we come together that many have gone 
to be with Thee, and have left us still in our pilgrimage. 

“We thank Thee, O God, especially for the great principles that have united our 
hearts, minds and service together; we thank Thee for the history of this Grand 
Army of the Republic—for what it achieved many years ago, putting the Flag into 
the sky and keeping it there so that every human being could look up and say, 
‘I am an heir to Liberty,’ because you gave this country free institutions and a 
glorious government. 

“Continue, O God, to give encouragement to us; strengthen our hearts and 
hands that we may be faithful in fellowship with our comrades, and to their families 
and all that have come in need. And grant that our hearts may be stirred as we 
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commune together to greater patriotism, to greater fidelity and love to country. 

“Our hearts, O God, are sad when we miss so many faces today; and when we 
fail to hear the voice of one who always called us to our duty and to the work of 
these conventions. O God, while we miss him in body we are sure that he is here 
in spirit to greet us today; and we have the same feeling in regard to all the com- 
rades who have stepped aside out of the earthly activities and qualifications which 
have distinguished them in service. 

“Bless our country. Bless all our organizations and all those allied with us. 
Give them great courage, and us the hope that they may go forward to perform 
their duties as long as duty awaits them. And at last wilt Thou receive us into 
that great assemblage—into that great union where we shall all meet again, and 
with great joy because Thou hast helped us in this life. 

“And in the Name of our Lord and Savior Jésus Christ we ask it. Amen.” 

Commander: “Comrades, I now declare the sixty-fifth Annual Encampment 
of the Department of Massachusetts Grand Army of the Republic open and pre- 
pared for service. The first business in the order will be the roll-call of officers.

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ADDRESS OF DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WALDO TURNER 


CoMRADES: — 


Another year of our lives has gone, and we meet together again to make an 
accounting and legislate for the future. The voyage has been eventful and dis- 
astrous. The ship comes in with flag at “half mast,” and all our hearts are sad. 
Our Captain has fallen with his hand on the helm. The faithful Navigator, our 
Assistant Adjutant-General, has been taken from his post after so many years of 
exacting service cheerfully rendered. The storm has been fatal but port is made 
at last. 

‘The ship is anchored safe and sound, its voyage closed and done; 
From fearful trip, the victor ship comes in with object won: 
Exult, O shores, and ring, O bells! 

But I, with mournful tread, 
Walk the deck my Captain lies, 
Fallen cold and dead.” 


MEMBERSHIP 


Our losses during the year include the surrender of 8 posts and a total of 269 
members, leaving a total of 976, March 1, as per the report of the Assistant 
Adjutant-General, as herewith submitted. 

A brighter side to the picture is in the report of Post 73 of Abington, which 
shows a gain of 2 new members, initiated on November 11. Also Post 10 of 
Worcester shows a gain of 1 new member. 

Post 173 of Sturbridge shows a gain of 1, and Post 174 of Greenfield, 2. These 
accessions are quite an event in our later history and so unusual that it claimed 
the attention of the local press in lengthy congratulations. While this does not 
pine our losses, it indicates an interest by those who are yet eligible to member- 
ship. 

FINANCE 

The report of the Assistant Quartermaster-General shows only too plainly the 
necessity of careful expenditure, the need of devising some means for further 
added revenue, in order to carry us through the remaining years of our activity. 


Memoria Day 


It will ever redound to the glory of the Grand Army of the Republic that one of 
its first acts was the institution of Memorial Day. This is peculiarly a Grand 
Army service yet, and where there are a sufficient number of Civil War Veterans 
in any community to function, they should still have the direction of the service, 
inviting and urging the co-operation of the veterans of all wars, in the visitation 
of the schools and the public exercises of the day. When the membership of the 
Grand Army of the Republic Post becomes too small to do this, we are pleased 
to see the duties of the day taken up by the members of all the Patriotic asso- 
ciations and carried out with a spirit and reverence fitting the occasion; but we are 
pained at the tendency to commercialize the day. Let us contend vigorously that 
the morning hours, at least, shall be sacred to the memory of our “brothers gone 
before.” 

In MEMORIAM 


During the year, several of the strong supports of our order have been removed. 

May 13, Comrade George A. Hosley was suddenly called to join the Grand Army 
above. My acquaintance with Comrade Hosley was limited, and I gain these 
facts from a tribute to his memory by a committee of comrades. Comrade Hosley 
was born in Littleton, Massachusetts, December 11, 1842. He enlisted in the 
United States Navy in December, 1863; was discharged i in February, 1865. In 
business, he was an accountant. He served as Commodore of the Kearsarge 
Naval Veterans Association for many years. He was elected and served as Com- 
mander of this Department in 1912. He was elected and served as Senior Vice- 
Commander of the National Encampment in 1920. He served for thirteen years 
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as Chief of Staff for the Commanders-in-Chief of those years. His bluff, outspoken, 
dictatorial manner will be missed by his comrades. 
He was a loyal comrade, a genial friend and a stalwart American. He was a 
Comrade of Abraham Lincoln Post 11, and served as Commander in 1908. 
Assistant Adjutant-General Wilfred A. Wetherbee was mustered out on 
November 13, 1930, after a faithful service of many years. 


“Of equals we have few besides.” 


Commander Alvin C. Howes, of Post 8 of Middleborough, laid down the burden 
in the midst of his term of office, on December 7, 1930. We deplore the loss of 
these two strong leaders. Suitable tributes will be paid their memories in Res- 
olutions prepared by a committee appointed by me for that purpose. 

The department mourns also the passing, on January 7, 1931, of Past Commander 
Benjamin A. Ham, of Post 2, South Boston. Comrade Ham was Department 
Commander in 1924. He served in the First Maine Battery. He was an earnest 
and zealous worker in the interest of the Grand Army of the Republic, and we shall 
miss his familiar form and earnest voice from our gatherings. 

Assistant Quartermaster-General and Past Commander Edwin F. Morrill, of 
Post 156 of Everett, succumbed to an attack of pneumonia on January 11, 1931. 
Comrade Morrill’s genial face and hearty greeting is known to all, and we are the 
sadder for his absence. 

Department Patriotic Instructor Walter 8. Parker, of Post 194 of Reading, 
left us January 5, 1931. He was a member of Company E, 8th Massachusetts 
Infantry. He was a Trustee of the Chelsea Soldiers’ Home. 


“They are not dead, these friends, not dead! 
But in the way we mortals tread, 
Got just a few trifling steps ahead 
- And nearer to the end, 
So that we, too, when ‘past the bend,’ 
Shall meet again as face to face, 
These friends we fancy dead.” 


Let us honor and venerate their memory and also the nearly three hundred 
others of our comrades who have left vacant chairs at our councils, by a period 
of silent homage. 

County ASSOCIATIONS 

Much of the strength of our Department lies in the quarterly gatherings of posts. 
The get-together of comrades of different sections is inspiring. The mind is 
strengthened by the intercourse, the spirit quickened and a fine spirit of comrade- 
ship imparted. The joint meeting in the P.M. is an object lesson to the public who 
still reveres the uniform of the Grand Army of the Republic and its wearer who 
earned a right to wear the badge which adorns it. They ought to be continued 
to the end of our goal, 

“Lest they forget.” 


NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT 


The sixty-fourth Annual Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic was 
held in Cincinnati, Ohio, during the week of August 23 to 30, 19380. It was a most 
pleasant and enjoyable occasion. The Department and its friends left Boston, 
August 23, at 9.30 a.M., under the management of the Colpitts Tourist Agency, 
and arrived in Cincinnati, Ohio, on Sunday at 2.30 p.m., a pleasant company of 
150 or more. Hitherto these journeys have been planned and executed under 
the able management of our late, efficient Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee, 
but feeling himself physically unable to assume the responsibility of another 
excursion turned it over to the Tourist Agent who planned and carried out one of 
the finest excursions the Department has ever known. You have all read the 
itinerary, but only those who participated in the trip can imagine the comfort 
and pleasure of the untiring service which the conductors of the trip gave to the 
members. Every convenience and want was anticipated and every detail of the

out vote, and a provision for filling the office of Adjutant or Quartermaster by a 
member of any of the above orders or of the Sons of Union Veterans was 
unanimously voted. 

Of the parade, I have only admiration for the pluck and endurance of the veter- 
ansof ’61 to 65. I confess myself to have been unable to take part in it, viewing 
it, as I did, from without. Iam constrained to say it was as a whole a sad contrast 
to the sight of similar gatherings. As usual, the Massachusetts Delegation sus- 
tained the erect bearing and perfect alignment which always marks them on parade, 
and were the recipients of much comment and applause; but to me, the parade 
brought the conviction that it ought not to be attempted again.

Having been obliged to assume command, according to our Rules, at the death 
of our lamented Commander Alvin C. Howes, without the benefit of the full two 
years of apprenticeship allotted to most commanders, I have doubtless made 
mistakes; but I hope you will look on them as errors of judgment rather than as 
wilful insistence on my own ideas.

IN MEMORIAM 


Wilfred A. Wetherbee, eighty-three years of age, and for the past ten years 
Assistant Adjutant-General of the Massachusetts Department of the Grand Army 
of the Republic and former Senior Vice-Commander of the National Organization, 
passed away at his home, 19 Orchard Street, Newton, late Thursday evening, 
November 13, 1930, having been in poor health for several weeks. 

As Assistant Adjutant-General he handled all of the routine work of that or- 
ganization in this State. Up to recently he enjoyed excellent health, and only 
last June appeared as a speaker at Flag Day exercises at Newton Lodge of Elks. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War he ran away from home and sought enlistment 
in the Navy, but was turned down by an alert recruiting officer because of his 
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youth. Later, with parental consent, he enlisted in Company K, 42nd Massachu- 
setts Infantry, with which unit he served to the end of hostilities. 

In addition to being National Adjutant-General, he was elected a National 
Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief by acclaim in 1924, a full day before the formal 
election. He had served as State Commander and as Commander of Charles 
Ward Post No. 62 of Newton, and was instrumental in the founding of the Governor 
John A. Andrew Home in Newton, for G. A. R. men, their wives and widows; and 
for several years Comrade Wetherbee has been a familiar figure about the State 
House. 

He was a Past Master of Dalhousie Lodge of Newton, serving more than fifty 
years ago. 

Funeral services were held at the Channing Unitarian Church, Newton, Mass., 
the Rev. Chester A. Drummond officiating, on which occasion the Masonic ritual 
was performed by Dalhousie Lodge under the direction of Worshipful Master 
Clifford W. Rust. 

Comrade Wetherbee had attended ER AO National Encampments, and 
served as installing officer on more than two hundred occasions. At our sixty- 
third National Encampment, held at Portland, Maine, Commander-in-Chief 
Foster appointed him as his Adjutant-General, and has said many times that he 
had one of the most competent Adjutant-Generals that ever held the office. 

A beloved comrade, his death has left a ‘vacant chair” which it will be hard to 
fill. He was one of God’s noblemen, a substantial citizen and a true patriot; his 
death will be deeply mourned by his comrades and many friends.

Henri Batchelder, Post 156: ‘As chairman of the Committee to Nominate 
Delegates to the next National Encampment at Des Moines, Iowa, I will announce 
that that committee will meet in the southwest corner of this hall immediately 
after the adjournment of this session.”’ 

Commander: ‘You have heard the reading of the respective committees, and 
those committees will attend to their duties whenever they see fit, but I would 
urge upon them — especially the Committee on Council of Administration — that 
they get together just as soon as possible. The Committee on Nominations to 
the National Encampment is also important, for they will have to get their com- 
rades to pledge themselves to go.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Mitchell: ‘I have a letter from Chaplain George 
W. Nead (reading): ‘My Dear Comrades, — I regret that I cannot be with you 
April 7th and 8th, as I am suffering from a hard cold and some weakness. Expect 
it will be well to elect another Chaplain. I hope you will have a full and successful 
meeting. With kind wishes for your future, and memories of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, Yours, (Signed) George W. Nead.’ ”’ 

Commander: “I have a very pleasant announcement to make to you. Hitherto 
you have been asked to buy tickets for the annual banquet which takes place dur- 
ing the Encampments, but I want to say to you now that through the courtesy of 
Mayor Curley the banquet is tendered to the comrades by the City of Boston. 
This is in line with what has been done for patriotic organizations that have held 
their annual meetings in the city. So you won’t need to ask for any tickets, but 
simply proceed to Kingsley Hall tomorrow afternoon and partake of what Boston 
so generously bestows.’ (Applause.) 

Assistant Adjutant-General Mitchell: “And another favor which we are enjoy- 
ing at this convention — I would state that the microphone and horns that have 
been installed are furnished by the City of Boston free of charge.” 

Officer of the Day: ‘‘There are two or three Sons of Veterans in the anteroom 
who want to know if they can enter this hall during the proceedings of this session.” 

Commander: ‘I know of no reason why they should not be admitted, and if 
there is no objection you may usher them in. We will now resume our delibera- 
tions. Is there any unfinished business left over at some time?”’ 

Assistant Adjutant-General Mitchell: ‘I have a letter from Post 22, located in 
Milford, and they are going to have an anniversary on the 15th of the month, to 
which all the comrades are invited to go out and help them celebrate.” 

Comrade George A. Gay, Post 195: “May I say a word? Comrades, I feel that 
I cannot leave this hall without expressing myself concerning the late Assistant 
Adjutant-General Wetherbee and our Commander and the other comrades who 
have passed on before. While I am glad to meet you all here, and I love to meet 
my comrades — and I have met those today that I thought I might not be able 
to meet — yet there are others who cannot be here, and to me that is pathetic. 
No matter how jocose or jolly we may feel, this solemn moment has been brought 
into our lives, and the reflection that we surely are growing old and that the number 
of our comrades is growing less and less each year. Now, I feel this down deep in 
my heart. Assistant Adjutant-General Wetherbee, to my way of thinking, was a 
man whose place will be hard to fill, if ever. He was a courteous man, a man who 
knew his business and did his duty; and I am glad to rise today and express my 
feelings concerning him. We are gathered here today, and of course are subject 
to God’s will. By and by, we know not how soon, we too shall be called to give an 
account of our stewardship; and is it not well that we take cognizance of the situa- 
tion. Commander, I thank you for this opportunity of paying a halting tribute 
in the way I have.” 
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Commander: ‘Tributes are in order, and if anyone else is moved to speak, we 
shall be willing to grant the privilege of the floor. Let us all rise for a few moments 
of silent homage. (All stand silent and bowed for a space.) If there is no un- 
finished business we can pass to the discussion of new business.” 

Comrade Charles L. Robinson, Post 4: ‘‘Under the head of new business I 
would move that we proceed to the election of officers for the ensuing year.” 
(This motion is seconded by many, and it is so voted.) 

Commander: “Comrades, you will please to nominate. I recognize Past 
Commander Knowles.” 

Alfred H. Knowles, Past Department Commander: “I rise to place in nomina- 
tion for the office of Commander for the ensuing year the present incumbent. 
You have heard what he has said to you in his address. It was a splendid pro- 
duction from start to finish. Furthermore, I have had the opportunity to meet 
him on several occasions, notably at the funeral of Comrade Morrill in Everett. 
The regular clergyman of the church was absent, and one was detailed to represent 
him, but he was not acquainted with Comrade Morrill. He said a few perfunc- 
tory words and then called on some one of the Grand Army who knew the deceased 
to finish. Your Commander here filled the bill; what he said was magnificent — 
splendid in every way, shape and manner — and we were proud of him then, and 
we are proud of him now; so I place in nomination for Commander of this Depart- 
ment for the ensuing year Comrade Waldo Turner, the present Commander.’ 
(The nomination is seconded.) 

Senior Vice-Commander Lincoln: ‘‘Comrades, you have heard the nomination 
made by Comrade Knowles. All those in favor of Comrade Turner as Commander 
for the ensuing year will say Aye. It is a unanimous vote.” (Applause.) 

Commander: ‘I am concerned to know whether that vote should have been by 
ballot, but as it seemed to be unanimous I shall not urge the point.” 

Comrade Knowles: “I move that the Assistant Adjutant-General be required 
to deposit one vote bearing the name of Waldo Turner.” ) 

Senior Vice-Commander Lincoln: “I did not quite finish my duty. It is moved 
that the Assistant Adjutant-General deposit one ballot for Comrade Waldo Turner 
as Commander.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Mitchell: “According to your instructions I deposit 
one vote for Waldo Turner.” 

Senior Vice-Commander Lincoln: ‘‘Pursuant to the vote just taken, Comrade 
Waldo Turner is chosen Commander of this Department for the ensuing year.” 

Commander Turner: ‘‘Comrades, I cannot express to you the feelings I have 
because of the response you have made by this vote. I feel that it is an honor to 
be the head of such an organization as this, and I don’t know of one on the face of 
the earth I would rather be the leader of than this. All my life has been one of 
service; I may not be able to stand here next year, but I am going to stand as long 
as I can; and when I die I am going to die in'the harness. I thank you most 
cordially for your support. You will now bring in your ballots for Senior Vice- 
Commander.” 

Comrade Alfred H. Knowles, Past Department Commander: ‘I don’t know 
whether you will get tired of listening to my voice, but I desire to put in nomination 
that comrade on the platform whose name is Lincoln, and who is from Pittsfield. 
He raises roses, and he has some in his cheeks now; but he has more brains than 
roses, and has done a good deal of business in that part of the State, so I place him 
in nomination.” 

Officer of the Day King: ‘I second the nomination, and I move that one ballot 
be cast for Comrade Lincoln for the office of Senior Vice-Commander.” 

Commander: “It has been moved that the Assistant Adjutant-General be em- 
powered to cast one vote for Comrade Lincoln.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Mitchell: “According to your vote I hereby deposit 
one vote for Senior Vice-Commandert in the name of Edwin H. Lincoln of Pittsfield.” 

Commander: ‘You have elected Comrade Lincoln to the office of Senior Vice- 
Commander for the ensuing year. Comrade Lincoln.” 
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Comrade Edwin H. Lincoln: “Comrades, I thank you. Those of you who know 
me and have seen me on the floor (where it seems now is where I belong) know I 
can speAk louder and clearer than today, but I have had a most diabolical cold for 
almost two months; occasionally I can get my head clear, but this morning it is 
thicker than ever. However, I am going to try to dodge the pneumonia for one 
year, anyway, and I thank you for the election.”’ 

A Comrade: “I have always understood that it was customary to put these 
votes [questions] before the convention and have the comrades vote upon them; 
there might be such a thing as a ‘No.’ I notice the last two ballots haven’t been. 
put to vote.” 

Comrade Gay: “I think all these Boys are here for the purpose of voting. Now 
if there is no use to vote, or we are not going to have an opportunity, why not let 
all the officers preside here and discard us fellows? I don’t doubt you men are 
perfectly all right, but that is not the idea. Let’s be fair. I don’t believe in 
putting over things by resolutions; the Boys don’t understand it — it doesn’t take 
long to vote, and let’s be fair about it.” 

Commander: “Does the Comrade desire to make any motion?” 

Comrade Gay: “Heretofore we have put it to vote. Give the Boys a chance!” 
(This suggestion is seconded by approval.) 

Comrade Knowles: “I think we need a sailor to engineer this craft a little mite. 
We have got two landsmen elected and landed all right, and now we need someone 
who can ‘handle, reef and steer,’ and who ‘knows the ropes’; therefore I offer in 
nomination Comrade David King, Commander of the Kearsarge Association and 
also Commander of Post 15 of Boston.” 

Senior Vice-Commander Lincoln: ‘Are there any other nominations?” 

Comrade Robinson, Post 4: “While I have all due respect for our Comrade King, 
it is not fair to the present incumbent in office who has only been Junior Vice- 
Commander for a few months. The other ones who have held office the past year 
are being continued.” 

Comrade Gay: “You are right.” 

Comrade Robinson (continuing): “(Comrade King can wait another year. The 
present incumbent should go back only if the others go back.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Mitchell: “Mr. Commander, I rise to nominate 
Comrade Bishop for the office of Junior Vice-Commander for the ensuing year.” 

Comrade M. H. Mentzer, Post 10: “‘For about fifteen years I have not had much 
to say in the work of the Grand Army of the Republic, but I organized the Post in 
Auburn, Massachusetts, years and years ago; the charter was burned in a great 
fire —I paid for that charter, not my money but funds collected from the com- 
rades. I also did that in Bolton, Massachusetts, and I gave the name to that 
Post; not that it was a great honor in the little town of Bolton, but I did it because 
I appreciated Gen. G. K. Warren. And I have been, ever since I came home, an 
active supporter of this Order, and it is a grand old Order. For my part I would 
like a little bit of honor from this State of Massachusetts. I am the only living 
comrade who has got the snap to get here from my Post, and it seems to me, after 
serving three long years, never sick, absent or tardy, captured four times, three 
days in battle; still I was never in Libbey —I got away — but I was in every 
engagement of the 39th Regiment, and will defy any man to say there was another 
regiment that ever drilled as many hours as the 39th Massachusetts did. I am 
the only survivor except a drum major — a drummer — ; I appreciate the service 
you have rendered and enjoy it, but we haven’t a hundred years before us waiting, 
and there is room for us all to get in; therefore I think it well to have it under- 
~ stood.” 

Comrade Gay: “I appreciate the comrade’s remarks, but in all due consideration 
am prompted to say, — Let the office seek the man, not the man the office.” 

Comrade Mentzer: “I am sorry that I cannot reply to the remarks of the com- 
rade, as I did not understand all he said.’ 

Commander: “If there are no other nominations we will proceed to ballot. 
You will prepare your votes for Junior Vice-Commander.”

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Officer of the Day David King: ‘I am certainly ready to give way in favor of 
Comrade Bishop.” | 

Comrade Robinson: ‘Mr. Commander, I make the motion that the Assistant 
Adjutant-General be instructed to cast one ballot for Comrade Bishop for the office 
of Junior Vice-Commander.”’ (Seconded by Comrade Alfred H. Knowles.) 

Senior Vice-Commander Lincoln: ‘In order that the next election may be legal 
I desire you all to understand that it should be voted not moved, as the comrade has 
suggested.”’ 

Commander: ‘It has been moved and seconded that the Assistant Adjutant- 
General cast one ballot for Comrade Bishop for the office stated.”’ (And it is so 
voted.) 

Assistant Adjutant-General Mitchell: “I hold in my hand a ballot bearing the 
name of Comrade Frederick H. Bishop, which according to your instructions I 
hereby deposit as your vote.” 

Commander: ‘‘And I declare that Comrade Bishop has been duly elected to the 
office of Junior Vice-Commander, and am pleased to present our comrade to you.” 

Junior Vice-Commander elect Bishop: ‘Comrades, I hold that position in this 
organization should not be sought, and in that spirit I have not sought any eleva- 
tion to officein the Grand Army. I also hold that when anyone is put in a position 
he'should carry out the duties to the best of his ability. I accept this position 
actuated by that idea, and shall do everything I can to cooperate with my fellow 
officers in advancing the interests of the Department of Massachusetts.” 
(Applause.) 

Commander: ‘‘You will prepare and bring in your ballots for the office of Chap- 
lain. Having heard read the practical resignation of Chaplain Nead, who asks 
relief from that position, I will ask for nominations for Chaplain.” 

Comrade Leonard Boyd, Post 62: ‘I would like to nominate our comrade, the 
Rev. William M. Mick, for the office of Chaplain, who officiated here today, and 
I believe will do very well. He is Commander of my Post, No. 62 of Newtonville, 
and is an active, earnest and a Christian man.”’ (This motion is seconded.) , 

Comrade Robinson: ‘If there is no other nomination I move that the Assistant 
Adjutant-General cast one ballot for Chaplain bearing the name of Comrade 
Mick.” (Which the Assistant Adjutant General does, and the new Chaplain is 
duly elected.) 

Rev. William M. Mick: “I thank you, my comrades, for the honor conferred, 
and God helping me I will try to serve you the best I can.” 

Officer of the Day: ‘There is a mysterious delegation at the outpost asking to 
be admitted.” (It is voted that the election may be interrupted to admit them.) 
(This permissible invasion consisted of a group from the Sons of the American 
Revolution garbed in their colorful uniform, being the Color Guard of that organi- 
zation. They are escorted to the platform.) 

Colonel Frederick G. Bauer: ‘(Commander Turner, you and I have met under 
many circumstances, but you did not expect to see me here today. This delegation 
of Sons of the American Revolution have come here in your honor, and it gives 
me pleasure to introduce First Vice-President Willis Doane Rich of Hingham.” 

Willis Doane Rich: “It is certainly a pleasure to meet you, Mr. Commander.” 

Commander Turner: ‘‘Comrades, we are more than pleased to meet this dele- 
gation, and trust that they will give you some entertainment. I now have the 
pleasure of introducing to you Mr. Willis D. Rich, First Vice-President, Sons of 
American Revolution.” 

First Vice-President Willis D. Rich: “(Commander Turner and Comrades of 
the Grand Army, your organization and the Sons of the American Revolution 
have much in common to bind them together. You preserved the nation which 
our ancestors established. The first flag made by Betsy Ross, under which our 
ancestors fought and before which Cornwallis laid down his arms, was the same 
flag under which you fought, and you returned it without one stripe obliterated or 
a single star erased. The liberty which our Fathers won and the Union you pre- 
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served are immortalized in the words of Daniel Webster — ‘Liberty and Union, 
now and forever, one and inseperable,’ upon the painting back of us. 

“Many things we have been taught; one is that military spirit and traditions 
through the centuries have descended from father to son. The Colonists fought 
at Louisburg and at Lake George and at Quebec; and their sons in turn fought 
at Bunker Hill, Trenton, Bennington; and their sons fought in 1812; and their 
sons and grandsons were your comrades in the Civil War; and your sons and 
grandsons ‘carried on’ in the Spanish and World wars. 

“This thought has just come to me, that Webster perhaps meant far more than 
we have been led to think by those words Liberty and Union. He did not say 
License and Seclusion, yet Union can be seclusion, and Liberty have become 
synonymous in the word Privilege. What is the difference? It depends entirely 
upon our desires and control whether by the use of our privileges we destroy or 
preserve. God grant that men throughout the whole world may be so imbued 
with high ideals, and so well controlled, that Liberty and Union will reach the high- 
est peak, and all men under it attain the highest results. 

“Another point, which we have in common, is that in your organization only 
those can join Who have got honorable discharge from the Army; and in our 
organization only lineal descendants of those honorably discharged from the 
Revolutionary Army, as soldiers or sailors, can join. Another link between us is 
that a former Commander of yours, Captain Comey, is a beloved and honored 
member of our body. 

“Now, what I said in regard to military tradition and spirit makes it not sur- 
prising for us to have learned that your Commander is of Revolutionary stock. 
We find that he is descended from Corporal William Brooks of Scituate, and I have 
a record of his service which I will read: ‘Sergeant WiLL1AM Brooks. Corporal 
in Captain Galen Clapp’s (2d Scituate) Company of Minutemen, who marched on 
the Lexington Alarm April 19, 1775. Private, — Captain William Turner’s 
Company of Minutemen, December, 1775. Corporal, — Captain Joseph Stetson’s 
Company in Colonel Anthony Thomas’ and Colonel Dike’s Regiments, 1776 and 
1777. Promoted Sergeant December 1, 1776. Sergeant of Captain Edward 
Pierce’s Company, Colonel Theophilas Cotter’s Regiment on the Rhode Island 
Expedition of 1777.’ 

“Commander Turner, I deem it a great pleasure to say that the Massachusetts 
Society Sons of the American Revolution has honored itself by electing you an 
honorary Member of this Society, and I pin upon your breast the insignia of the 
Society and welcome you as a member.” (Very great applause.) 

Commander Turner: ‘ ‘I had not thought to shed a tear, but you have forced 
me out of honest truth to play the woman.’ I appreciate this delegation of my 
town’s people who have come here. The document you have read is on file, and, 
furthermore, I have in my possession at home photostatic copies of the resignation 
of my grandfathers on both the paternal and maternal sides from the Army of the 
National Guard. I hold them as mementos very preciously, and I cannot tell 
how much this affects me, — that you have hunted up the records and found what 

ou have. 
y “T trust that in the near future I may be able to visit your organization and 
further express my appreciation of the honor you have placed upon me. Kindly 
convey to your Society my hearty thanks because of the outcome of this day; itis 
a red-letter day in my experience. I thank you! (Applause.) 

“Now we will resume our election of officers; there is a Medical Director to be 
chosen.” 

Comrade Charles L. Robinson, Post 4: ‘I would move that Comrade Mitchell be 
authorized to cast one ballot for Dr. John Gilbert of Fall River.” (This procedure 
was carried out in due form.) 

Comrade Gilbert: “I desire to thank the comrades of this Encampment for the 
honor, and promise as in the past that I will do the best I can to assist in every 
possible way for the good of the organization.”’ (Applause.) 

Comrade Lincoln presiding: “Is there any other business to come before the 
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Encampment at this time? Remember, comrades, that we are to be the guests 
of the City of Boston at the banquet today, and it would be discourteous if we 
went up there without showing a sense of obligation; that should be hint enough 
for someone to make a motion of thanks.” 

Comrade Robinson: “I will.” 
~ Comrade Lincoln: “It is moved and seconded that we render our sincere thanks 
to the City for the banquet to be, and for the use of the microphone in our de- 
liberations.”’ (It is a rising vote.) 

Comrade Alfred H. Knowles: “I now move that we adjourn this session of the 
Encampment until 2 o’clock p.m.” (This motion for adjournment is carried.)

Commander: ‘Comrades, the time has arrived for which this meeting was 
adjourned. The first business on the program will be the Report of our Committee 
on Resolutions.” 

Comrade Henry A. Monk, Chairman: ‘There is one resolution to present — as 
follows: ‘RESOLVED, that the entire arrangements for holding the Sixty-sixth 
Department Encampment be left to the incoming Council of Administration. 
Your committeé, consisting of Henry A. Monk, Edwin J. Foster and Joshua 8. 
Gray, recommends the adoption of this Resolution.” 

Commander: “You have heard the recommendation of your Committee on 
legen what is your pleasure?” (It is moved that it be accepted, and so 
voted.) | 

“Next in order is the report of your Committee on Commander’s Address.” 

Comrade Alfred H. Knowles, Post 36: “Your committee appointed to consider 
the Commander’s Address has attended to its duties, and begs leave to make the 
following report: ‘We, your committee, believing that our Headquarters officers 
know best what are the needs of the Department, and having perfect confidence in 
their ability and integrity, recommend the adoption of every item as specified in 
his Address, which are as follows and appended to this report: 


‘RECOMMENDATIONS — I recommend the sum of $900 be appropriated for the 
salary of the Assistant Adjutant-General.

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__ (The Commander repeats his announcement with reference to the banquet, and 
the donor thereof.) 

“Now, there still remains a report to be made, that of the Committee on Council 
of Administration. (The report is found.) They recommend for Council of 
Administration for the ensuing year, — Comrades Boyd of Post 62, Robinson of 
Post 4, Buxton of Post 19, Gray of Post 74 and Phinney of Post 1438. Is it your 
pleasure that these comrades serve you?”’. (It is moved, seconded and so voted.) 

Officer of the Day: ‘There is in waiting a delegation of Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Auxiliary.” 

Commander: “I think we are now ready to receive the delegation, and Com- 
rades Wilder and Hall may escort the members to the platform.” (Two repre- 
sentatives of Veterans of Foreign Wars Auxiliary are greeted informally and in- 
troduced to the Encampment.) 

Mrs. Irene Hurley, Department President of Veterans of Foreign Wars Auxiliary: 
— “Commander Turner and Department Officers and members of the Grand 
Army, it is with the greatest pleasure that I bring and extend to you the greetings 
of the Department of Massachusetts Veterans of Foreign Wars. I sincerely trust 
that your Encampment will be a most successful one, and at this time I offer to 
you, Commander, a small gift (a box of cigars) and hope that when you smoke 
them you will think of us too.” 

Commander: “I know it is out of your kindness of heart that you have be- 
stowed this gift.” 

Mrs. Bessie Hanken, Past National President: “Department Commander 
Turner, Past Commander-in-Chief Foster, and Comrades. First, I bring you the 
greetings of 48,000 women whose husbands saw service in some war on foreign 
shores, we being their wives, sisters or daughters. We are happy to greet you 
today, although it is a rather stormy one outside. We realize that the patriotism 
which you taught us when we were school children furnished a large part of the 
reason why our men were so anxious to go forth in all the three wars, or all the 
wars since your Civil War. 

“Being a member of the War Memorial Commission here in Massachusetts, 
appointed by Governor Allen, I know that the Grand Army went on record many 
years ago as in favor of a memorial building, to be situated somewhere near our 
State House, wherein to house all the Veterans’ organizations in the Common- 
wealth, together with a Hall of Flags and a museum for relics; thus far I have been 
the only member of that committee in favor of it. Most of the patriotic organi- 
zations, except the Grand Army and ourselves, are in favor of some sort of a monu- 
ment. Werecognize the fact that a monument is beautiful, but being very serious- 
minded we think, in a country where communistic ideas are a constant menace, 
that a memorial building where our children could be taught patriotism would be 
a valuable acquisition and a better way to spend Massachusetts money than for 
just something to look at. Moreover, a good many years ago, at one of the con- 
ventions, a resolution was passed to have a memorial building, and although we ~ 
may be fifty years late we believe we should carry out that idea. So I hope some 
of you comrades will pass a resolution and send it to our association, indicating 
how you feel on the subject; because I remember how many times you have been 
to the State House to try and get the Governor to build such a building. 

“You have my best wishes, and I hope you will continue to hold many con- 
ventions. I thank you.” 

Commander: “Ladies, we trust you will carry back to your association the 
greetings of the Department of Massachusetts Grand Army of the Republic.” 

(The comrades stand and applaud this delegation as it retires from the hall.) 

Officer of the Day: “The National Commander-in-Chief is at the outpost, and 
will you delegate the National Commander’s Staff to escort him into the presence 
of this assembly?” (The Commander-in-Chief, attended by Past Department 
Commander James H. Webb and Commandant Parker of the Soldiers’ Home, 
enters under formal escort, and greeted cordially by the entire Encampment, who 
stand to give their applause.) 
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Commander: ‘We are highly pleased to welcome you, Commander Jewel, and 
hope that we shall receive from you words of wisdom and encouragement. Will 
you take a seat among the officers? 

“Comrades, it gives me great pleasure to present to you our Commander-in- 
Chief. I know you are deeply endeared to the Chief, and glad to welcome him to 
Massachusetts.” 

Commander-in-Chief James E. Jewel (of Fort Morgan, Colo.): “Mr. Com- 
mander and Comrades of the Department of Massachusetts, I want to tell you 
that I am very glad indeed to be here and be your guest during this Encampment. 
I have been ‘on the road’ since the 11th of January nearly every day, and I am 
standing up to the work ‘fine,’ and hope I may be of some service to you, and that 
you may be of some service to me while I am here. I hope to give you a little 
more talk»when you have more time to listen to me.”’ (Applause.) : 

Commander: “Comrades, will you listen to a brief word from your old friend, 
Commandant Parker of the Soldiers’ Home?” 

Commandant Charles W. Parker: ‘“Commander and Comrades of the Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts, I always consider it a privilege to come here, and this time 
am honored to be in company with the Commander-in-Chief. I miss our old friend 
George Hosley who for eight or nine years has been the personal conductor on these 
annual occasions when we are honored by such a distinguished guest. We tried 
to make a schedule this morning, but owing to delays arrived at Faneuil Hall just 
after you were dismissed at the noon recess; so I took the Commander-in-Chief 
to lunch over at the Home, where he made an inspection also. 

“T want to say to all of you here that I bring the greetings of many of your 
comrades of the Civil War in the Home and not able to be here. Everything that 
can be done for them is being done, and we trust the conditions will be better than 
for the past two years. I thank you for the privilege of being here this afternoon.”’ 

Officer of the Day: “There is a quartette of singers from Kane Post, American 
Legion, of Dorchester who wish to visit the Encampment and render a few songs.” 
(After some hesitation these entertainers, namely, Harry Corcoran, Louis O’Don- 
nell, Gus. Ouillette and Frank Campbell, are admitted.) 

Commander: “Your Commander-in-Chief is about to depart, and I would 
propose that the comrades rise and give a cheer as he is escorted from the hall.” 
(This pleasant duty is performed.) At this stage the American Legion quartette 
sings a patriotic selection.) 

“T think the comrades could well give three cheers as a poor return for the in- 
spiring song that has been rendered for us.”” (The quartette then sings ‘‘Marching 
thro’ Georgia,” the audience joining in the chorus.) 

“T know, comrades, that your hearts are overflowing with gratitude because 
these members of the American Legion have come here to entertain us. It is a 
spirit we should all emulate, — it is the spirit of comradeship we need so much, 
and which I have been pleased to note in abundance here today among our allied 
organizations. 

“T doubt not these singers will be willing to remain awhile; if so you are welcome 
and if there is any other business to come before the meeting we will now take it 
up. All the committees have reported, but if any comrade wishes to bring forward 
any matter of business the Chair awaits any motion. While I am waiting and you 
are listening I will give another notice about the banquet, and if there is no further 
business I will ask the quartette to give us another selection.” (They sing “Tenting 
Tonight” and a tenor solo, “My Irish Rose.” 

“T am informed that there is in the audience a comrade from the Department of 
the State of Maine, — Comrade White, — and we shall be pleased to listen to a 
few remarks from him, if he will come to the platform. Let me introduce to you 
Comrade White, Past Department Commander.” 

Comrade White: ‘Mr. Commander and Comrades of the Grand Army, I did 
not expect this and am not prepared to address you; but I am pleased to greet 
you with that cordiality which no man who has not been in the Civil War could 
give. We are all old, but still we are young yet, and I wish I could contribute 
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something of value to make us younger. I really cannot say much to interest you 
today, but I give you my best wishes.” 

Commander: ‘Comrade Baldwin, Past Department Conimanaes of Maine, is 
present and we would be glad to hear from him.” 

Comrade Baldwin: “I did not come here to make any speeches, but I will say 
that this is the third Encampment I have attended in Massachusetts, and I am 
very happy to meet all the Boys. There was one I thought I might see here to- 
day, Comrade Clark of Cambridge, a very particular friend of mine. I have been 
many years in the Grand Army and shall be 82 years old if I live until next month. 
I put in a year, three months and fifteen days in the Service, and had quite an 
experience for a boy; I didn’t do much fighting but we did a terrible lot of hard 
marching. Iam very glad to be here, and hope we shall all live to attend a good 
many more conventions; yet we cannot expect to, as I find we are all troubled 
with some disease, and I am a little hard of hearing. I thank you very much for 
calling on me, and hope I shall be able to come to your conventions for quite a 
number of years.” 

Commander: ‘Past Commander Lincoln has asked me to permit him to say a 
few words.” 

Comrade Lincoln: ‘Comrade Lincoln does not want to say anything in par- 
ticular for himself, but yesterday your newly elected Chaplain told me a story of the 
conditions under which he lived at the beginning of the Civil War, conditions I 
had never heard about before and did not realize. And Comrade Mick, will you 
step up here and tell us the same story you told me yesterday, about when you 
lived in western Virginia and brothers fought against brothers — but I will let 
you tell it.” 

Rev. William M. Mick: ‘‘The story is about what occurred in my town in West 
Virginia. There was a young man who had gone to a military school, and when 
the war broke out General Higginbotham was recruiting under Stonewall Jackson’s 
corps. And a young man in our town by the name of John Hurst recruited at the 
same time in a Company of the Union Army, — the stars-and-bars at the east 
end of Main Street, and the stars-and-stripes at the west end. And all the time 
they were meeting together as friends and neighbors, and the night before they 
went away the boys gave them a banquet. 

“You know Higginbotham was a brigadier-general under Stonewall Jackson, 
and got killed at the Battle of Petersburg. The Boys in Blue and the Boys in 
Gray that came back seemed to be more glad to meet each other than the boys 
who had been on the same side with them; and I want to say we have more good 
feeling between the Boys who were in different armies. Two of my brothers were 
in the Rebel Army and two in the Union Army, and I was on the side of those in 
the Union Army. 

“When I was fifteen years old, May 22, 1863, I was in the Battle of Gettysburg 
the next July from the 1st to the 4th, and I never expected to leave that field alive; 
the Company in which [ was went in with 100 and came back with 25 to answer 
roll-call, and.it was a miracle that any of us got away. 

“The ranks of our armies are thinning, many are dropping out, and the younger 
men that had a greater promise for years to come seem to be the ones to slip. 
Of course the oldest member of our Post recently passed on to joy and peace! 

“Now, I would say just one word more. Half the babies born in the world used 
to die before twenty years old; I never looked in the face of a new-born babe I 
would not say it must go sooner or later — God knows when. We have had a long 
journey down the road and passed many a mile-post, and I do not fear the future — 
I do not fear what is beyond. My hope when I go is that it will be like the swimmer 
off the spring-board, with one leap and be gone. I do not want to be sick and give 

anybody worry, trouble and care; I want to get into that great crowd of witnesses 
Paul saw when he said — ‘No man could number them.’ And yet I want to go 
helping enspirit those striving in the battle of life successfully for conscience’ sake, 
for comrades’ sake, for humanity’s sake, and for God’s sake!’ (Applause.) 

Commander: “Comrades, you know ‘that you appreciate the story of the Chap- 
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lain; it is but one of a class applicable to the Civil War — brother against brother. 
Would it be asking too much for our entertainers to give us another song?” 
(“Rally ’round the Flag” given.) 

“Tf there is no further business for the meeting I want to thank our friends from 
Dorchester. It has profitably filled in the hour, and we appreciate the old songs. 
You will accept our hearty appreciation of your kindness in coming here this 
afternoon.” 

Comrade Gay, Post 195: “In the conventions at which I have been present I 
have never known the comrades as a whole to express their appreciation for the 
work of our wonderful Secretary since she has been among us. We certainly do 
realize how much she knows of the duties required, and how much help she has 
been, and I would move you, Mr. Commander, that we ask these comrades to 
express their gratitude and feelings for the very able service she has rendered, or 
manifest it by simply rising. I think it would be a real courtesy to the lady who 
deserves it.’”’ (Motion seconded.) 

Comrade Lincoln, Post 125: ‘As I understand the comrade, who has just spoken, 
he suggests a vote of thanks for the very able assistance we have had from the only 
lady present in the hall today. I don’t think I need to mention any names, but 
you don’t know and never will know how faithfully, efficiently and earnestly she 
has worked since she has been connected with the organization; and this comrade 
moves that we give Mrs. Phinney a rising vote of thanks. All those in favor will 
please stand up.” (All rise — with applause.) 

Comrade Lincoln: “It is a unanimous vote!” 

Mrs. Helen A. Phinney: ‘Comrades, I do not need any vote of thanks for what 
I have done for the comrades. It has been a pleasure to work for you, I have done 
the best I could, which I shall always do.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Mitchell: “I think I am in a position to know 
something of what the comrade has just tried to convey to you. I went into the 
office, and I told Comrade Turner he would have to excuse me; but when Waldo 
Turner says a thing he sticks to it. So I took the office. A comrade said to me, — 
‘Are you going to take Comrade Wetherbee’s place?’ I replied ‘No, I am not; 
there isn’t a man in the Department who ean do that, and I am only going to try 
to fill the office.’ But without the help of our Headquarters Clerk my labors 
would have been in vain; I cannot tell you how much I appreciate what she has 
done initiating me into the duties of that office, and I could not go out without 
making it known to you.”’ (Applause.) 

Comrade Lincoln: ‘I am going to tell that part of the story that he did not 
disclose to you, and for that part I honor him more than for anything else. When 
Commander Turner asked Comrade Mitchell to take the position he agreed to 
take it on one condition, namely, that the salaries should be reversed, and he was 
to have the smaller salary while Mrs. Phinney, who has done most of the work, was 
to have the larger salary. He didn’t tell you that!’ (Renewed applause.) 

Commander: “If there is nothing further in the way of business or comment a 
motion to adjourn would bein order. There being no objection I will declare an 
adjournment until tomorrow morning at 9.30 o’clock.” (End of first day of 
sixty-fifth Encampment.) 


SECOND Day 


9.30 a.M., Faneurit Haty, Aprit 8, 1931. 


Commander Turner: “The hour is somewhat past (10 o’clock) to which this 
meeting was appointed, but we are still awaiting expected visitations from the 
different allied organizations and auxiliaries. If there is anything a comrade 
wishes to bring forward we can hear it now. (No business forthcoming.) If 
there is anybody present 79 years old will he please rise and make it known. (No 
response.) Is there a comrade 80 years old? (None.) 81 years old? (Comrade 
Edwin J. Foster rises.) 82? (One comrade.) And 83, 84, 85 and so on have a 
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more numerous representation. (One is present 88 years of age.) Comrade 
David King answers to 89, and Past Department Commander Comey, 91. On 
this day there were none present aged 92, 93, 94 or 95, so Comrade Comey was at 
the head of the list at 91. ItJater develops that Comrade Smith of Newburyport 
is age 79, but no one present younger than that. So I guess we have knowledge 
of the youngest and oldest. | Comrade Robinson reported that Comrade Dempsey 
of Post 4, whose age is 95, was present the first day of the Encampment.” 

Comrade Lincoln, Post 125: ‘Comrades, all you who were present here last 
year remember we passed a vote. It was the first year we had no representation 
of the Army Nurses, but there was one alive then, and we passed a vote to send 
her some flowers that day. The Assistant Adjutant-General asked me if I would 
carry the flowers, buying them myself. I told him I would, and stopped on my 
way to buy 50 of the handsomest roses in the city of Boston. So I stopped at her 
house, and it was a beautiful afternoon of such a day as today. The lady in 
charge showed me to the Nurse’s room where she lay, and it appeared as though 
all the organizations holding sessions in Boston had sent flowers; so I was gratified 
that the Grand Army had thought of it. She was in bed and would never get up 
but was delighted to see me and held my hand all the time I was in the room. She 
was so contented that it made tears come to my eyes, and I could not stop but a 
few minutes — I had to leave. I was probably the last Grand Army man to see 
Mrs. Smith in Worcester.” 

Commander: ‘‘Past Commander-in-Chief Foster has a word to say to you.” 

Comrade Foster: “Mr. Commander and comrades, acting for the committee 
appointed to attend or call upon the Sons of Veterans, I would say that we per- 
formed our duty yesterday, and I addressed one of the largest crowds of Sons of 
Veterans I ever spoke to. And what I say includes my trip out West, for I feel 
greatly encouraged to say to you that the boys are in active service today and 
trying to do the best they can. 

“Comrades, I am glad to be here with you in this session of the Encampment 
because while sitting here and looking over the number present I realize that 
many of you have made a great sacrifice getting here to attend our regular annual 
meeting. It shows that we are still alive, and very much alive, and we are going 
to continue to be alive just as long as there is one left; and that seems to be the 
feeling all over the United States of America. 

“Of course, as we look around here, we miss many of our comrades who have 
answered to the last roll-call during the past year. During the month of January 
we lost 906 comrades, and during the month of February we lost 799, making a 
total of 1,705, which is something terrible to contemplate; and if that is kept up, 
as we may expect, it will average about the same. The Ist -of January Report 
will show that we have about 22,000 left of the G. A. R. Out of that number there 
will have to be taken about 34%, and I believe, from all the figures available, that 
66% of those who fought in the Civil War is all we can claim as members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. The only way to get that report is through the 
Pension Department, because we never have had a record showing the number of 
those who fought in the Civil War and never joined the G. A. R. Therefore it is 
safe to say that next January, if this decimation keeps up, there will be only about 
18,000, or a little over, of the Grand Army left. 

“When we stop to think of that it seems something terrible to realize that out 
of 2,700,000 we shall have 18,000, or a little over, left. Still we have the hope and 
courage to believe that we are going to hold out longer than they are figuring we 
shall. I say that because I believe it, in view of the fact that many of our shut-ins 
today, some of them having been sick the last three or four years, and unable to 
get out, are still holding on. 

“During the term of my recent service, although it was finished before the sad 
event happened, I suffered the loss of one of my best comrades; and I say best 
because he stood prominent as my supporter and in his ability so to be. I there- 
fore assume the credit of feeling and declaring that he was one of the best Assistant 
Adjutant-Generals ever appointed in the Grand Army of the Republic — our good 
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Comrade Wilfred A. Wetherbee, who was with us so many years; and I say to you 

today that no one could ever miss a comrade as I do him. When I saw him the 

last time, and went out of office after my return from a trip West, I said, — ‘Now 

yeu must be careful, for good men are scarce,’ and ten days after that we buried 
im. . 

“So I say we do not know who will be called next, but we do know that of the 
vast number that have gone on before, over 2,000,000 are looking down on us 
today; and I feel that they are saying to us, — ‘Keep on, comrades — Hold the 
fort as long as there is one to do it’; and that, I know, is the general feeling among 
you today. 

“And indeed we have a lot to be thankful for. God has been very kind to us, and 
I know the Grand Army is going to continue its record until they have made one 
that will never be equaled by any organization. I believe I am safe in saying that 
because we have shown it thus far — and are going to keep it up. 

“You will also remember that during our service last year we lost Chief-of-Staff 
George Hosley. We miss him very much on these occasions, and it was hard for 
me to find a man of the quality and ability to fill his place. 

“But what must we do? We must pull together — stand together, because we 
know it is the only way to do to fill out our lives and accomplish what we pledged 
ourselves for; — first, to be American citizens and all that means, and today I am 
thankful that so many of us are able to be here; and my adjuration to you, com- 
rades, this morning is — Hold the Fort! And we are going to hold on, for just as 
long as we can hold on we shall feel safe; and when the call comes we will answer 
‘Here!’ and take our places Over There with those who have gone on before! I 
thank you, comrades.” (Great applause.) 

Officer of the Day: “I find at the outpost a delegation from the Auxiliary of the 
Sons of Union Veterans, and will you give me three guides to escort those ladies 
in?’ (Comrades Nickerson, Wilder and Francis O’Reilly are delegated to that 
duty.) 

(A delegation of the Sons of Veterans Auxiliary enters.) 

Commander: “I have the privilege and pleasure of presenting to this Encamp- 
ment Miss Bessie Chapman, Past Department President.” 

Miss Bessie Chapman: ‘‘Commander Turner, and as Adjutant of the Norfolk 
County Association G. A. R., it certainly is an honor for me to accept the invitation 
of our Department President to come here and visit the comrades. I have had 
that privilege a great many years, and always have been proud to attend your 
conventions and extend our personal and official greetings in a respectful way. 
We feel, each and every one, that it is our duty to be truly loyal and faithful to 
the comrades, as they were to the flag of our country; and we stand ready, if needs 
be, and always willing at all times to be of service to you, as you were to Abraham 
Lincoln in the days of ’61 to ’65. 

“Now, Department Commander, I want to extend to you this little personal 
greeting from the Massachusetts Department, Sons of Union Veterans Auxiliary, 
now assembled in the Hotel Somerset. I told the Girls who accompanied me that 
I was not going to say but a very few words, and they are anxious to know what I 
got from the Department Commander last night; but they did not find out.” 

Commander Turner: ‘“‘Miss Chapman, is this a personal gift?” 

Miss Chapman: “Yes — the Boys have nothing to do with it, not a thing.” 

Commander: “I thank you very much for this remembrance.” 

Miss Chapman: ‘I am pleased to do it; and I was gratified to know that you 
could have something here every. comrade could hear in this hall; they are going 
to hear every word you say now.” (Applause.) 

Commander: “I will now present Mrs. Daisy Wyman, Past President of 
Auxiliary 66.” 

Mrs. Daisy Wyman: “Commander Turner and all the comrades, I do not know 
just what I can say, as this is my first experience of this kind; but it is certainly a 
great pleasure tome. I was hoping to see some of our Boys from Woburn present. 
We have only three but one of them is an uncle of mine, and not only myself but all of 
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Woburn thinks a lot of him; but he has just come from the hospital and wanted 
to be remembered to you all. I am most happy to be on this delegation, and hope 
they will ask me to attend for a good many years to come. So I wish for you all 
many occasions like this. I thank you.” 

Commander: “Mrs. Elizabeth Haven, Past President of Auxiliary 79.” 

Mrs. Elizabeth Haven: ‘‘Department Commander and Comrades of the Grand 
Army, — my father’s comrades, — it is indeed a great pleasure that I can be with 
you this morning, and we are all glad that it is such a lovely day after the awful 
weather of yesterday, permitting so many of you to get out to your Encampment. 
I see down there the smiling face of one of our dear comrades, and permit me to 
say that we are working for you and going to just as long as we can, which I hope 
will be for many years to come. . We trust you will enjoy your dinner in Kingsley 
Hall, and go home feeling that this Encampment has been one of the best ever. 
This is the first opportunity I have had to visit your convention and I thank you.” 
(Applause.) 

Commander: ‘‘Ladies, this has been a very welcome visit from you, and seems 
to have been the beginning of a ‘Perfect Day,’ you having contributed to making 
it so. 

Commander: “While awaiting the next delegation I understand there is a 
comrade here from the State of Maine who occupies a position at their Head- 
quarters, and I am pleased to introduce to you Mr. Harry Towle, a Son of Veteran 
who contributed to smoothing things out at the convention in Portland.” 

Brother Harry Towle: ‘‘Department Commander and comrades of the Massa- 
chusetts Department, Grand Army of the Republic, I know who is to blame for 
my being introduced here; it is my dear sister Mrs. Phinney. 

“Tt is an honor to meet you all, and say a few words to my father’s comrades. 
For nearly four years I have been a member of the Sons of Veterans, and for the 
past eight years have ‘summered and wintered’ with the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. When your old comrade Fred Motley of the Department of Maine was 
taken ill I was put into the Headquarters Office to carry on the work, and while 
I had a good deal of affection for the Grand Army before that, I have learned about 
them since; it is a wonderful organization. 

“T bring you the greetings of the Department Commander of the Maine Sons 
of Veterans, Frank E. Small; we have no better worker than he is, and during the 
past summer he has taken them I don’t know how many thousand miles in an 
automobile, visiting the cities and towns of Maine, and the small Posts and out- 
lying districts. There were several Posts that had never seen a Department 
Commander while in existence, and were much pleased to see our Commander 
Philbrick and Comrade Nason, the Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief. Last year 
I received order from Commander-in-Chief Foster to report at 12 o’clock; I was 
acting as Personal Aide to the Senior Vice-Commander of the nation. When I 
arrived here today at your outer door they would not let me in, but a good friend 
came to my rescue. I suppose it was because I took some moving pictures of the 
comrades last year, and I am hoping to get more movies of you today. I thank 
you for this opportunity of attending your Encampment meeting and saying a 
few words to you.” 

Commander: ‘Maine was formerly a part of Massachusetts and we are always 
glad to get messages from our child.” 

Comrade Towle: “I thank you, Commander.” 

Commander: ‘While we are waiting I will announce to you a meeting of the 
Council of Administration tomorrow afternoon at Department Headquarters at 
1.30 o’clock. (A delegation from Weymouth Unit No. 79, Auxiliary American 
Legion, is received with due courtesies.) 

“Comrades, I am gratified to welcome and present to you a visitation from my 
home town, some Auxiliaries of the American Legion, and you will now listen to 
remarks by Mrs. Alice Crehan, President.’ 

Mrs. Alice Crehan: ‘Commander Turner, it is my great pleasure to present a 
member of Post 58, G. A. R., and who has been elected Department Commander 
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of the Massachusetts Department, this bouquet of flowers coming from the Wey- 
mouth Legion Auxiliary.’ 

Commander Turner: “This seems to be a time of accepting bouquets, and I 
thank you with feeling I find difficult to express. (The arrival of the Commander- 
in-Chief is announced.) 

“Perhaps the Weymouth delegation would like to remain and listen to the 
Commander-in-Chief.”” (They do so.) (The Commander-in-Chief, attended by 
James H. Webb, Past Department Commander, and Charles W. Parker, is escorted 
with due formality and considerable enthusiasm to the platform, and presentations 
and felicitations are in order.) 

Commander: “I have the honor to again welcome the Commander-in-Chief, and 
am pleased to meet Comrade Parker also. Comrades, you will greet Commander- 
in-Chief Jewel of Colorado.” 

Commander James E. Jewel: “(Commander and comrades, I am not used to 
talking into an instrument of this kind and do not know how to regulate my voice, 
so if I am too loud kindly tell me. (A Voice: “You are just right.”) And if I 
am not loud enough, you will tell me so. 

“T appreciate very much indeed the opportunity of coming to your Encampment 
this morning. I have been to visit the Woman’s Relief Corps and the Daughters 
of Union Veterans, and they sought to keep us there longer, but I said — No, I 
am going down to the hall to meet my comrades; for I enjoy more being with you 
Boys than I do with all the rest of the people in the world. 

“Tt is certainly a great privilege to be permitted to stand in this ancient hall 
where our forefathers stood, where General Washington, the Father of our country 
and Commander-in-Chief of the armies of the Revolution, and where Abraham 
Lincoln stood, our great Commander-in-chief during the War of the Rebellion. 

“And right here I want to say that I think the greatest man that ever lived on 
the face of the earth since Jesus Christ — that I believe Abraham Lincoln was 
born and was chosen by the Almighty to lead this country out of slavery into 
freedom, — just as much as I believe that Moses was raised up to bring the 
Children of Israel out of bondage! How we reverence his name and the few words 
that he said in his Inaugural Address, and his memorable speech made at Gettys- 
burg, the greatest piece of literature ever penned and spoken by mortal man, recog- 
nized the world over as a gem of the English language. 

“Comrades, I cannot talk long to you this morning, because I know you are 
busy, but I want to say that I have been giving the best in me to the Grand Army 
of the Republic during this year. We went down to Washington, and thought we 
might be able to do something for the widows, but after getting there found that 
the politics of America had swamped everything, and there was no possible chance 
to get a bill even introduced. They said, ‘You can bet on it, but it will never get 
out of committee, you may be sure.’ 

“The Government has been very generous to us. They have given about 70% 
of the veterans of the Civil War the $100 pension, and the 30% ought to be drawing 
$100 amonth. Don’t be too timid, comrades, or too proud to ask them to put you 
on the $100 list. I don’t believe there is a comrade alive today (when you come 
right down to it) but needs the regular assistance of some other person. I am as 
well preserved, perhaps, as any member of the Grand Army, but I find the years 
have been creeping on, and every morning I need the assistance of someone to help 
me put on my overcoat. You don’t have to have a nurse, but if you need regular 
assistance don’t hesitate to ask for the $100 a month if you need anything! 

“Tt was my pleasure to meet General Hinds, who is now at the head of the 
Veterans’ Bureau, and also has in charge all the Pension Department, and he said 
to me confidentially, — ‘You can say to your comrades not to hesitate to ask for 
the $100 a month.’ I can assure you it isn’t much to wish every one of them to 
mark it up, for it is an old-age pension, and that is what they base it on. 

“Now, you know the average age of a veteran of the Civil War is about 88 years. 
It is a wonderful period we have lived in. God has been remarkably good to us 
and preserved our lives; there is not another 14,000 men living in the world that 
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have reached the ages we have reached at the present time. And why? — It is 
because the veterans of the Civil War live a law-abiding, law-observing, faithful 
and temperate life; we could not have lived as long as we have if we had abused 
ourselves, but we are an example, or should be, to the rest of the world of what 
right living does for men. 

“T am thankful to be here. Our number is small. Another year we may be 
ten thousand less than today, but I have said, and I believe it true, that when the 
anniversary of the Battle of Fort Sumpter is celebrated there will be at least some 
of the Grand Army to help celebrate that 100th year! It is quite long, and we 
shall have to have men older than I will have to be at that time. 

“After I got home I received a letter from a comrade I have known for many 
years. We have spent many happy months and years together when we were 
both teachers in the public schools. Among other things he said in his letter, — 
‘We have twenty members in our Post, and some are the most remarkable men in 
the United States of America. And I am young — I am 95 next month, and among 
the rest are men of 96, 97, 98 and 105; and the man 105 will celebrate his 106th 
birthday in December.’ My friend Parker passed away in January. 

“T want to speak about our widows. I think we have got as much as we expect 
ever to get, although I think they should have $125 a month — they deserve it! 
If possible we want to give every widow $50 a month additional when she has lived 
with and cared for her husband five years next preceding his death. I don’t care 
how god the woman is or how kind she may be — but she has got to be taken 
care of. 

“T thank you for the permission to talk with you in this broken way. You 
know we cannot prepare speeches. If we can only speak ‘as the spirit moves,’ 
like the-Quaker. It was my pleasure to be introduced to President Hoover. He 
is a very approachable man, and I think he is going to make one of the greatest 
Presidents we ever had; I don’t think there is any question, when the election 
comes around in 1932, he will have the support of the Grand Army and all its 
auxiliaries. Gentlemen, I again thank you.” (Very generous applause.) 

Commander: ‘Will this Committee from the American Legion convey to your 
organization the gratification we have all experienced because of your visitation?” 
(Thank you.) 

Officer of the Day: ‘I proclaim the arrival of a delegation of one; namely a 
lady from the Auxiliary to Spanish War Veterans.” 

Commander: ‘Comrades, allow me to present to you Mrs. Katherine Owens, 
Department President of the Auxiliary of our Spanish War Veterans.” 

Mrs. Katherine Owens: ‘‘Commander, comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and Department Officers, I bring you the greetings of the Department 
of Massachusetts Auxiliary of the United Spanish War Veterans. You have 
undoubtedly had a lively time today, and have appreciated the better weather 
than that of yesterday. Itis an honor for me to come here, and I am sure that our 
sons and grandsons will profit by your fortitude and steadfastness. And com- 
rade, will you please accept this little gift of gold from the Spanish War Veterans 
Auxiliary.” 

Commander: ‘‘Mrs. Owens, you will graciously convey to your organization 
our kindest and most grateful felicitations, and we are glad to know that your 
members have caught the spirit of their fathers, as their fathers caught the Spirit 
of ’76; and that your Veterans will be found on duty whenever our country calls.”’ 

Officer of the Day: ‘Another delegation is at hand from the Ladies of the 
Grand Army of the Republic.” (These ladies are escorted to the platform and 
introduced by Comrades Knowles and Batchelder.) 

Commander: ‘Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, when we met you 
last night the weather was dubious, but today we have not only a delightful morn- 
ing but the vision of your pleasant faces to greet us. And, comrades, I have the 
pleasure of presenting these welcome ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
Mrs. Eva F. Phillips, Past Department President, will now address you.” 

Mrs. Eva F. Phillips: “Department Commander, Commander-in-Chief, and 
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my father’s comrades, I am very happy indeed to come here to your convention 
this morning, with both a heart of gladness and a heart of sadness, knowing that 
during this past year we have lost so many of our friends of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. I am sure that while you are convened in this Encampment you are 
enjoying every minute of it. Weare proud of the heritage you have passed down 
to us, and so, Department Commander, in behalf of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, and from our Department Presi- 
dent, Annie Tyler Santos, I desire you to accept this little token of our esteem 
wishing at the same time many more Department years for your enjoyment. 

“Tt is now my privilege to introduce to you our beloved National President, 
Mrs. Margaret Grandle of Pittsburg, Kansas.” 

Mrs. Margaret Grandle: ‘‘Department Commander Turner, my respected 
Commander-in-Chief, Past Commander-in-Chief Foster, and comrades of my 
father and grandfather — both grandfathers — three uncles — oh, what a privi- 
lege it is to come here from Kansas and greet you in this marvellously historic city 
of Boston. I am overwhelmed with the idea! 

“My national organization Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic brings 
your their love, and pledges to you unfailing loyalty. We have come here to look 
into your faces, and to read anew from your countenances the character, strength 
and determination to continue to carry on your work for better citizenship. 

“What an inspiration it is to us, your Daughters — your loved ones — to do this! 
Oh, as I sat here before being introduced, and looked at this distinguished audience, 
and realized what you represented to this Republic, I thought — What a sight 
this is, and it is a sight that all the school children of this city should see; — I 
wished for the hour when they could be marched into this building and see you 
men here, for it is through the children that we must work. 

“Tam agrandmother. Most of us are, anyway. If not, we shall be some day; 
but we are going to ‘carry on’ through our children and children’s children doing 
this great work. This great love for our flag. This great determination to pre- 
serve this Constitution of ours. This great Republic, with all its blessings of 
education and its right to worship God as we see fit — oh, we are going to stand 
for those things! For you know the nation that forgets to love God is on the road 
to destruction. This Constitution of ours was founded in this historic part of the 
United States, and has for its foundation the Holy Bible, and we cherish it. We 
may feel sometimes that we fall far short of the teachings of our Saviour written 
therein, but it is the desire of this Republic and its citizens that we Americans 
should do the best we can to support the Bible and its teachings. 

“God bless you, comrades. You are aninspiration tous. We want you to know 
that we are proud of our heritage, but we also want you to know we are trying to 
be worthy of it by our acts. Again we wish for you and your Department of Mas- 
sachusetts a happy session. I know you enjoy getting together. It is such a 
wonderful privilege to have the Commander-in-Chief here. I have been with him 
so much this past winter — with him and his wonderful wife whom I love so much; 
I know you are happy to have them here. God bless you — and I thank you!” 

Mrs. Emma L. Cushing of Dorchester: ‘Department Commander, Commander- 
in-Chief and comrades, it is my good fortune to come here today with our National 
President and our Department Inspector. They have spoken and said all the 
nice things they can, so I won’t take any of your time — only to stand up here and 
speak so you can all hear me, and then sit down so you will all like me.” 
(Laughter.) 

Commander: ‘Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, you will please con- 
vey to your fellow members the expressions of our pleasure because of this visita- 
tion today. And allow me to add, — Give them my sincere thanks for this re- 
membrance, for I am greatly pleased to have this indication of their esteem.” 

Officer of the Day: ‘“‘A delegation approaches from Dorothea Dix Tent No. 32 
from Weymouth, Daughters of Union Veterans, and two from Quincy.” (This 
representation is welcomed in a fraternal huddle on the stage, as if reluctant to 
appear in the open.) 
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Commander: ‘Comrades, this seems to be a sort of family gathering of Daughters 
of Veterans of my own voting precinct, together with some neighbors from Dr. 
Nancy Hill Tent No. 85 of Quincy, but emerging from the tangle I have the pleasure 
of introducing you to Mrs. Mae Blanchard, Past President of the Weymouth 
Tent.” 

Mrs. Mae Blanchard: ‘‘Commander Turner and members of this convention, 
it is indeed a great pleasure to appear here as a spokeswoman for the Dorothea 
Dix Tent of Daughters of Union Veterans. We are from Comrade Waldo Turner’s 
home Tent, and are proud today to be here and greet him in his own Grand Army 
aggregation of Posts. It is an honor I never dared to hope for; and a double 
honor, because Comrade Turner is the last surviving member of my father’s own 
regiment, the good old 35th of Massachusetts. Therefore it is particularly gratify- 
ing to bring the greetings of your home Tent, and to present to you in their behalf 
this simple token of love and esteem. We all wish for you in the coming year 
harmonious and successfu! proceedings in all that you may be connected with.” 

Commander Turner: “It is beyond my powers of expression to make an adequate 
response, so you will pardon me if I fail to say what I ought to at this juncture. 
Of course I most cordially thank you. You have indeed been an auxiliary of 
wonderful help to our Post, and I do not know what we would have done if not for 
the Auxiliaries. 

‘“‘Almost twenty-odd years ago some good Daughters came to me and said, — 
‘We are going to form a Daughter of Veterans Tent in our town. What do you 
think about it!’ I said, — ‘Madam, I think it is hardly called for; I think we have 
an auxiliary, the Woman’s Relief Corps, and I believe, if you care to join with them — 
that you will be able to do efficient work.’

I am glad they appre-_ 
ciate my humble services which have been rendered cheerfully, and I say to you 
as I said here yesterday, that I am going to stand up in my shoes until I drop, 
and going to be ‘on deck’ all the time, and you may call on me for any assistance 
you like. 

Mrs. Blanchard (resuming): ‘I guess I was stage-struck just now, but I pledge 
to you the loyal support of Tent 32. This honor today came to me because our 
President has a bad cold, but I do wish to introduce to you our President, Mrs. 
Josephine Blaisdell of Weymouth.” 

Commander: “Now may I present to the Comrades Mrs. Mary F. Grignon, 
President of Tent 85 of Quincy, and Mrs. Anna T. Galligan, Past President.” 
(These ladies had an errand, and at back stage spoke and presented a gift to Com- 
rade Bishop, who responded substantially as follows:) 

Comrade Bishop: ‘Please express to your Tent my appreciation, and accept 
my promise that whatever I can do it will be conferred. I thank you very much.” 

Commander: ‘I had no idea I had so many friends, and am surprised by the 
favors granted; and I shall have renewed courage to enter upon my duties in years 
to come knowing I possess such aids as these friends will be to me in my service. 
Now, ladies, will you convey to your organizations my best wishes for their success 
and happiness.”

Commander: ‘Ladies of the Woman’s Relief Corps, it is of great satisfaction to 
greet you here today, — piling up sunshine for us, and all of us will be delighted to 
listen to the gracious words you may speak to us.” 

Mrs. Annie B. Howard, Department President: ‘‘Commander Turner, Com- 
mandant Parker, my national President, and Mrs. Jewel, — Mrs. Commander-in- 
Chief I have introduced her in our own convention, — the ladies accompanying 
me this morning have come to visit these wonderful Boys that I see seated before 
me, and we bring you the greetings of Department of Massachusetts Woman’s 
Relief Corps, auxiliary to the Grand Army of the Republic.

Commander: ‘A wonderful report — a wonderful report.” 

Mrs. Howard: “And now, Commander Turner, a very pleasant duty is mine. 
In a few short hours I shall lay down the mantle I have worn the past year, but I 
am here this morning as the Department President of the Massachusetts Woman’s 
Relief Corps Auxiliary to this remarkable body of men; and in behalf of my De- 
partment I present to the Department of Massachusetts, Grand Army of the 
Republic, this check. It is not, Commander Turner, quite so much as we would 
like to give, but it is given with the love of every member of the Woman’s Relief 
Corps.” 

Commander: ‘‘No matter what the size of the check is, we know it comes from 
large hearts.” 

Mrs. Howard: ‘Another pleasant duty for the Department President is to 
proffer a personal gift from my Department to Commander Turner. It is bright 
and shining, as your life has been, and I present to you this gift.” 

Commander: ‘Mrs. Howard — ” 

Mrs. Howard: ‘(Commander Turner, I’m not quite through — ” 

Commander: “TI guess I can stand it.” 

Mrs. Howard: ‘Now I am going to say this ‘with flowers.’ I have in my De- 
partment a Flower Committee, and that committee has done anything that the 
Department President has asked them to do this year. They are expected to 
send to each allied organization alittle token of our respect, whether it be flowers 
‘or in some other way. This year I asked that it might not be flowers, but I am 
trying to say it in the name of flowers. So accept this personal gift to you from 
my Flower Committee, Mrs. Martha Welford, chairman.” 

Commander: “I thought I had a speech all arranged for this occasion, but I 
must confess myself unable to express it.” 

Mrs. Howard: ‘Your smile is all right, if we don’t have the speech.” 

Commander: “I pledge to you that in the future the smile shall be continual 
and from the warmth of my heart I desire to say that in days to come as well as 
at present my entire sympathy is with your movement, and I have the greatest 
respect and love for your membership. I don’t know how to express it in any other 
way.” 

Mrs. Howard: “I will take your splendid words back to my Department, Com- 
mander Turner, and may I wish that our Heavenly Father will deal gently with 
the comrades, and richest blessings may fall upon each one to guard them through 
their remaining days.” 

Commander: ‘You will take back to your membership the thanks of the com- 
rades for the magnificent amount which you have donated to them, and you will 
also accept my personal thanks for the other remembrance.” 

Mrs. Howard: “TI will.” 

Commander: “Now we would like to hear a word from Miss Kate G. Raynor, 
National President.” 

Miss Raynor: “Commander-in-Chief, my. Commander-in-Chief, and my good 
comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, my father wore the Blue with you’ 
comrades for four years, and it is very pleasant and gratifying to me to come and 
bring you greetings from the Buckeye State, the State of Ohio. 

“The Boys that went out at the first call, stood back of Abraham Lincoln as 
you Boys did of the Bay State in those dark days, and as you and my father’s 
comrades supported the martyred President, so does the Woman’s Relief Corps 
stand behind your Commander-in-Chief and your comrades, 
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“T come with hands that do not bring gold and checks, but with hands full of 
work in the past and in the future, and with a heart overflowing with love. The 
Woman’s Relief Corps will ‘carry on’ forever the work that you have been doing 
these past sixty-odd years, and we will do our best always to lighten the days you 
have remaining. Memorial Day will always be a holy day in the year for the 
Woman’s Relief Corps, and never for one moment think that it will be forgotten; 
the great Grand Army family, your auxiliary and allied organizations, shall ‘carry 
on’ always, never forgetting the Boys who wore the Blue and the brass buttons, 
for you are our fathers, and we love you more than we can express. The Woman’s 
Relief Corps has been your wife, your standby, your backer for 48 years; we want 
you to feel our love, for it is surely yours— and yours alone! I thank you.” 
(Great applause.) 

Commander: “I know, comrades, that you will be pleased to listen to a few 
words from the wife of our National Commander, Mrs. Jewel.” 

Past Commander Webb: “Comrades, rise and give them the salutation they 
deserve.’”’ (The whole audience stands and gives three cheers and “a tiger.”’) 

Mrs. Mary E. Jewel: ‘Mr. Commander, officers and comrades, for the last 
three years I have been afraid of the men of Massachusetts, because I have been 
watching here and there to see where we could get votes out West. The man 
here had a candidate, too; so I was afraid, but I am not one bit afraid today. 

“T greet you and promise you this year to do what I can — the best thing — 
to bring your Commander to you in good shape and ready for his work; I shall do 
the best I can to watch the corners and see that he does not get lost by the way or 
anything happen when you need him. 

“And one more thing I want to say to the comrades of Massachusetts. Last 
fall when I was trying to be secretary to the Commander-in-Chief and everything 
was new, and we were out West where we do not have many comrades left, I did 
not know what to do.

Commander: “I am now going to introduce to you one who during the past 
year has done such yeoman service as chairman of the Soldiers’ Home Aides, 
Mrs. Carrie Buchan.” 

Mrs. Carrie Buchan: “Commander, Department President, National President, 
comrades of the Grand Army and Commandant of the Soldier’s Home, it is indeed 
a very great honor and pleasure for me to come here this morning with all these 
wonderful ladies. I am not going to occupy much time, but just want to remark 
that I am proud to see some comrades from the Soldiers’ Home present this morn- 
ing. It is my duty as chairman of Soldiers’ Home Aides to visit that institution 
once a month and try to take some cheer to the Boys over there. I am going to 
make my eleventh report as chairman this afternoon at my own convention.

“So we say, God bless you and keep you through the year.”” (Applause.) 

Mrs. Mattie L. Lord, Department Senior Aide: “Department Commander, 
Commander-in-Chief, officers and comrades of the Department of Massachusetts, 
I want to tell you that you cannot imagine how proud I feel this morning to accom- 
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pany these distinguished people to this meeting of more distinguished veterans, 
who have been making history ever since 1861, and this occasion will go down in 
Grand Army annals as one of the best Encampments ever held. I desire to offer 
my best wishes for the continuance of your good health, Comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and that good spirits will attend. you for the remainder of 
life on this earth, which I trust will be a long time.” (Applause.) 

Commander: ‘‘Mrs. Theresa Dewey, President of Corps 102, will speak a word 
to you.” 

Re Dewey: “I pay my respects to all on this platform, and to the comrades 
of the Grand Army will say that I consider it a great honor to be asked to address 
you today; and it is exceedingly gratifying to think that you have a comrade from 
our own Post 58 of Weymouth as your Commander for the ensuing year. It is 
my pleasant function to bring to him the greetings of Corps 102, with best wishes 
for a happy and prosperous year — and the best of health. & (Applause.) 

Commander Turner: ‘‘‘It never rains but it pours,’ it is said, and that surely has 
been my experience here this morning. I have received from the various organiza- 
tions so much personal love and respect (for which I am deeply grateful) that I 
shall never forget this day. I said to the first delegations, — ‘You have made the 
beginning of a Perfect Day,’ and now I must declare that this is the ‘End of a 
Perfect Day’ so far as I am concerned.” 

Mrs. Annie B. Howard: ‘(Commander Turner, may I extend my congratulations 
to you as the newly elected Commander of the Department of Massachusetts, and 
if there is anything I can do as a ‘has-been’ after 11 o’clock tonight, I stand ready 
to do it for you and for any comrade in Massachusetts or the United States.’ 
(After the interchange of rare good feeling this delegation retires from the hall 
amid applause of the comrades.) 

Officer of the Day: “TI find at the outpost a delegation from the Daughters of 
Union Veterans, and need four guides for an escort.’”’ (Commander appointed 
Comrades O’Reilly, Hall, Sears and McElroy to serve as escort.) 

Commander: ‘It has been very interesting to meet the ladies of this delegation 
of Daughters of Union Veterans, and first I will present to the comrades, Mrs. 
Kate Bray, Past Department President.” 

Mrs. Kate Bray: ‘‘Commander and comrades of the Grand Army, a very pleas- 
ant duty has been assigned to me this morning. It was rather a surprise when I 
came into our convention that the Department President asked me to visit your 
Encampment and extend to you the greetings of the Massachusetts Department 
Daughters of Union Veterans of the Civil War. I hardly felt equal to it, though I 
knew what it was to be caught in such a delightful predicament. 

“So, comrades, it is a pleasure, though with some sadness, to appear before you 
as the bearer of greetings from our order. Our Department President found it 
impossible to come, but sent her love to everyone of you; and I am also requested 
to present this small gift from the Massachusetts Department Daughters of Union 
Veterans.” 

Commander: ‘Will you say to them that I am sincerely grateful for their re- 
membrance, and shall never forget to call upon your organization in time of neces- 
sity. (Mrs. Bray tenders a gift from the Daughters to Assistant Adjutant-General 
Mitchell, expressing thanks for courtesies rendered by him.) 

“T now have the honor to present Mrs. Elsie Chase, National President.” 

Mrs. Elsie Chase: ‘(Commander and my dear comrades, nothing could give a 
Daughter of Union Veterans more pleasure than to carry greetings from her or- 
ganization to the Fathers whom we love so dearly. I want to say to you that I 
bring the greetings of our National body, — 60,000 loyal Daughters. 

“When after the great conflict these heroes from the armies of our Republic 
organized, little did they realize that they were forming one of the greatest societies 
known to the pages of modern history; yet such indeed has proven to be the fact, 
for no other organization has wielded such a beneficent influence upon the weal 
of our country! If we were to tell the story of the soldiers and sailors of our 
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country, the record of the Grand Army of the Republic would stand out as one of 
the most important factors for good in shaping and moulding our civilization. 

“The members of our Grand Army of the Republic have given us our greatest 
President and Vice-President, Cabinet Ministers, Senators and Congressmen, 
and many have filled less important positions with credit to themselves and honor 
to their countrymen. 

“Comrades, may showers of blessings attend you, and may you all live many 
more years, to come to these conventions many times, to there meet again and 
again under the Stars and Stripes. I thank you.” (Applause.) 

Commander: ‘Last night at the banquet Mrs. Harriet Goetz was my partner 
in the gustatory exercises, and I could hardly speak when I got home. You may 
like to hear her voice also.” 

Mrs. Harriet Goetz, National Senior Vice-President: ‘(Commander and com- 
rades of the Grand Army, you know when a big Chief is with you it is proper to 
make an effort to be entertaining; I may be little, but I ‘done’ my part. Now 
perhaps I may be permitted to tell you a story. There were three men who met on 
a street corner, — an Irishman, a Scotchman and an Englishman, and the latter 
said to the Scotchman, — ‘Sandy, if you could be born over again and had your 
choice what would you like to be?’ Sandy thought a moment and replied, — 
‘Why, I think I would like to be an Englishman.’ And after a moment’s reflection 
he asked his questioner, — ‘If you were to be born over again what would be your 
choice?’ And the Englishman replied, — ‘Well, I think maybe I would like to be 
a Scotchman.’ Then they both turned to the Irishman, — ‘Pat, if you were to be 
born over again of what nationality would you like to be?’ And the quick re- 
sponse came, — ‘Be jabers, I would be ashamed of meself if I was anything but an 
Irishman!’ (Laughter.) 

“And that is the way I feel about the Daughters today; we would be ashamed 
of ourselves if we were anything but Daughters of veterans of the Civil War. 
(Applause.) I consider it one of the greatest of honors to be sent here with greetings 
and to look into the faces of your Massachusetts Department comrades. Our love 
goes out to every man of you that wore the Blue, and we say, God bless the men 
who pinned the stars in the flag and made atonement for a nation’s sin in love for 
liberty and equality. We hope that the comrades who are our inspiration may be 
spared for many years yet to come; you know the love of every Daughter of Union 
Veterans goes out to you from our whole hearts!” (Rousing applause.) 

Miss Elizabeth T. Kirchgassner, Past Department President: ‘Commander 
Turner, Commander-in-Chief, officers and comrades, I wonder if you realize what 
this all means to me, to stand here and look into your faces. In 1912, when your 
Commander was Granville C. Fiske, I wanted to come to your convention so much; 
it was when I was Department President and could not, but I have longed to come 
ever since and today have attained that privilege — and my heart is very, very 
grateful; for the Department President has sent me on this committee to bring 
you her greetings and the greetings of all the Daughters of Massachusetts. And 
I am sure she wants me to tell you that we shall keep on doing what we can for 
our fathers, and for years and years continue to keep your memory alive when 
you are no longer here, and to work for you as long as you are here. 

“T cannot tell you any funny stories because I am too sad. I find in front of me 
two Commanders of my father’s Post, and the Commander here of the Post with 
which my Tent is connected. They know I am not much of a speech-maker, but 
they know I love the Old Boys and will keep on working for them.” (Applause.) 

Miss Elizabeth C. Douglass, Department Patriotic Instructor: “It is a very 
great pleasure and honor to be present today, and doubly a pleasure to tender to 
you a small check as a token of the love cherished by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Daughters of Union Veterans; I am very glad to come here and present 
it to you.” (Applause.) 

Commander: “There is one more to present to you, namely, Past Department 
Commander Guy Richardson of the Sons of Union Veterans.” 

Mr. Guy Richardson: “I have been waiting two hours, but am only the tail of 
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the kite of a delegation — and where the rest of them are the Lord only knows; 
I was instructed to be here at ten o’clock, and have been waiting all this time. 

“But I have had an interesting experience during this period; of course I like 
to see good-looking women, and I have watched the processions from various 
organizations and I think every one has made a speech, and so I sympathize with 
you from the bottom of my heart. But I notieed that every lady when she came 
out of that door had an unusual smile, which I could not understand until I saw 
the demonstration over my Sister from New York. 

“Now, you are just about ready for that dinner, and it certainly would be more 
than oruel to take up any of your time. However, I must bring the greetings of 
the Sons of Veterans. I do not know what Brothers Bolton or Sisson would say 
to you, but I am sure all of my associates would wish me to voice their highest 
esteem, and assure you that we shall work to the last man to make you comfort- 
able — and your last days the happiest of all. 

“The other day the president of the organization for which I labor, knowing I 
have been somewhat of a student of Abraham Lincoln, asked me if I had read the 
recent book by Edgar Lee Masters. I had not. He said he had not and did not 
agree with the mud-slinging. I have no answer for Masters; I only say this, that 
the National Lincoln Memorial at Washington stands unsmirched, and thousands 
of memorials in this and every land for that great man. 

“It was your supreme honor and glory to serve under Abraham Lincoln.” 
(Applause.) | 

Commander (to the Daughters retiring from the Hall); “Ladies, may you take 
back to your organization the best wishes of the Grand Army of Massachusetts.” 

Past Commander Webb, Post 88: ‘‘Would a motion be in order now? (There 
is no objection.) Commander and comrades, I do not possess the language to 
express to you what I want you to do. For the last two days I have been in com- 
pany with the Commandant of the Soldiers’ Home on Chelsea Hill, and yesterday 
in all that storm we did the best we could on the prepared schedule. When the 
time came when we were nearly famished Comrade Parker took us over to the 
Home and set before the Commander-in-Chief and myself as bountiful a luncheon 
as we could have obtained in the best hotel in the city of Boston. And I would 
move that we extend to Commandant Parker the sincere thanks of this assemblage 
for the work he has done to take care of and see that the Commander-in-Chief 
made all his appointments.” 

Commander: ‘You have heard the motion made by Comrade Webb. It needs 
no vote; you will rise and give Comrade Parker a vote of thanks in that manner 
for his services.” 

Comrade Parker: “I certainly appreciate this courtesy. For the past eight 
years I have accompanied our late National Chief of Staff Hosley on these trips, 
and I was highly pleased and honored this year when Department Headquarters 
called me up and asked me if I would continue the work in conjunction with Past 
Department Commander Webb. It was a great pleasure, and with the help of 
Comrade Anderson I succeeded in procuring two other autos from the Mayor, 
‘and then we had three cars at the disposal of the Commander-in-Chief through 
the two days. 

“Before I close’'I want to say that when this meeting adjourns anyone of the 
comrades going to the dinner will see the cars available for their use until the 
banquet is over. Again I desire to express my appreciation of the action of the 
comrades here expressed. I thank you.” (Applause.) 

Commander: “TI trust you all understand that the banquet to be given straight- 
way is by courtesy of Mayor Curley and the City of Boston. If there is no 
further business we will proceed to the installation of officers, and we are honored 
by the presence of our Commander-in-Chief who will perform that service,”

After adjournment the comrades repaired to Kingsley Hall to attend the Annual 
Department Banquet. 


UNOFFICIAL PROCEEDINGS 


The annual banquet took place in Kingsley Hall, tendered the Department by 
the City of Boston through the hospitality of Mayor James M. Curley, and the 
tables were well filled. The names of Grand Army officers and invited guests 
seated at the head table are here given in the order of the speaking. 

Commander Waldo Turner: ‘“The Chaplain will invoke the Divine Blessing.” 

Rev. William M. Mick: ‘Our heavenly Father, we thank Thee for this kind 
provision which has been made by Thy servant the mayor of this city for our 
entertainment today. We thank Thee for that large remnant of soldiers of the 
Civil War, the Grand Army of the Republic, who have here assembled. Wilt 
Thou enspirit them; wilt Thou guard and guide them for the future march. And, 
O God, bless all the allied organizations that are in such warm sympathy and so 
helpful to our interests and comfort. Cheer us, we pray Thee, as we go down the 
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other side of the mountain; and as we fall out more and more give us victory over 
pee nnen Jesus Christ. And bless this day to our country and our God 
Amen!’ 

(Thereupon the enjoyment of the dinner is begun, during which Mayor Curley 
arrives and is welcomed with much applause.) 

Commander Turner: ‘Comrades, we were expecting His Excellency Governor 
Ely, but he has thus far disappointed us. We were fearful that His Honor the 
Mayor was not going to be present, and he has also disappointed us — he is present; 
and I want to introduce him by a name which is nearer to you — I want to present 
Comrade Curley, mayor of the City of Boston, by whose bounty you have par- 
taken of this feast.” (AIl rise and give three cheers and a tiger.) 

Mayor Curley: “Mr. Commander, your Commander-in-Chief, Admiral Nulton, 
members of the Grand Army, and others, — I was indeed fearful that I might not 
be able to get here myself today. We extended an invitation, some two weeks 
ago, to the Daughters of Union Veterans to partake of the hospitality of the City 
with a luncheon to their friends and guests on the occasion of the assembling of 
the Grand Army here, and we made provision for them at the Kenmore Hotel. 
I dropped out to make them a visit before coming here, and I asked them how 
many they would have. They said 75 to 100, but when I left there were 380 and 
still coming; and the poor lady was in fear she would have to pay, but I told her 
we would take care of them. | | 

“We had a visit from the National Commander, whom we have been watching 
and were rather anxious that he should realize that Massachusetts eyes were upon 
him; so it has been my pleasure to present him yesterday one of the finest products 
of Massachusetts workmanship, a Chelsea clock for him to take home to Colorado. 

“Now, I appreciate that men like your Commander, when they drive in from 

Weymouth or Hingham behind their fast steppers, might come into collision with 
our traffic regulations, and might suffer from injustice by our traffic manager; so 
in case your Commander might be embarrassed we present him one of the keys 
of our city (a huge wooden key is produced). There is no sarcasm intended in 
this presentation, nor was there during the celebrations in honor of the Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony when we were favored last year with visits from the mayors of 
many English cities. The fact is that some ingenious individual living up in Lex- 
ington, when clearing old ground in the vicinity of where the “first shot”’ was fired, 
asked for the privilege of taking home trees that grew there, and he stored them 
for about twenty-five years. Then he conceived the brilliant idea of having the 
trees made up into keys and sell them to mayors like me for distribution as I saw 
fit. This key was made from an elm tree that grew on the spot where the first 
engagement occurred at Lexington. 
_ “T have given out perhaps 500 of them, and it is my great pleasure to present 
one of the few remaining to the existing head of the Grand Army of the Republic 
of Massachusetts. And when he may be driving in Boston in the future, if on the 
wrong side of the street, he has only to hold up this key and everything will be all 
right; otherwise you might not know how long they would give you. And yet, 
considering the source of a key like this, you may well believe that it could not bea 
particularly pleasant souvenir for a representative of the English government to 
take home with him. 

“Tt has always been a very great pleasure for me to come here and congratulate 
this splendid organization, and.to thank them for a contribution greater in volume 
and value than has been made by any other group of men in the history of free 
government since the world began. It is equally a pleasure to come here and find 
the representatives of the American Legion, the Veterans of Foreign Wars, the 
Sons of Union Veterans, and all the other allied military organizations which must 
shortly step into the gap and take the place so splendidly and patriotically filled 
for more than half a century by the men of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
Why, I can recall a parade in the city of Boston which started at nine o’clock in the 
morning and was still in progress at ten o’clock at night. At one time there were 
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25,000 members of the Grand Army in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and 
there are less than 1,000 at the present time. 

“T wish we had an opportunity to absorb some of the wonderful things that have 
been said by the members of this splendid organization during the past — more 
than half a century; this organization which has preached and practised the highest 
possible type of loyalty and devotion and patriotism; this organization which has 
paved the way for everything worthwhile that we have today in American life. 
I confess, as I stand on the side lines, that I view — in common with every other 
American — with a degree of alarm the decimation going on of American forces 
for national protection both naval and military; and the growing strength of 
pacifists and the internationalist movement in the United States of America. 

“Here in our own Commonwealth ten fortifications in the harbors of New Eng- 
land closed up in the last three years, — all in the sacred name of economy, and the 
entire military defence at the present time practically less than 500 in officers and 
enlisted men. And the actual number at the Airport which represents an ex- 
penditure of $7,500,000 as between state, city and private enterprise, the Airport 
which we are endeavoring to improve by the building of a tunnel connecting the 
same at a cost of $16,000,000 — consists of two men representing the Army of the 
United States at the present time on a salary, and essential to the Airport at East 
Boston. 

“And the Watertown Arsenal, representing an investment by the federal gov- 
ernment of not less than $200,000,000, one of the most important assets of the 
Government in time of crisis, now has nineteen men employed there; and the 
Springfield Arsenal has twelve men at the present time. 

And where is it all going to end? If we were in the same position financially 
that Austria or Germany or Czechoslovakia or the Irish Republic are, it might be 
all right, but we are the richest nation in the whole world — and every other nation 
owes us money! Keep cutting down defences and it is an invitation to enter by 
those who owe money to America, as a means of discharging their obligations. 

“As Bryan said, — ‘If another war comes, 2,000,000 Americans will spring into 
arms over night,’ but someone adds— ‘Into whose arms?’ We have had our 
experience. America had it in the Civil War — America had it in the Spanish 
American War — America had it in the World War. The price paid for adequate 
national defence is not too high a price for any nation to pay, and particularly for 
the American nation to pay. 

“T have been talking with Commander-in-Chief Jewel, and he has told me about 
the trip he has just completed throughout the entire country; and about riding 
through that region along the Mississippi valley, then coming back through Texas 
and riding several hundred miles and not seeing a single handful of loam or soil 
upon which either grass or crops could be grown, the flood having washed every- 
thing away. They are a part of the United States of America; it is a great and 
new section. It is not an impossible program; it is but another step in the line 
of preparedness. The one thing needed at the present time is for America to adopt 
that program which necessity has compelled thoughtful men and women to make, 
— a program for federal endeavor — a planning commission that will look just a 
little bit beyond today. Keep in touch with the world; adopt that program 
which will make for continuity of existence not only for the American republic 
but for the peoples of the world. Yes, we need preparedness in America, and a 
little more thought applied to the solution of American problems, if that which 
was saved by the courage, devotion, sacrifice of you men and your associates is to 
become the priceless heritage of posterity. God bless the Grand Army!” (Great 
applause.) 

Commander Turner: “I understand a representative of the Governor has 
arrived, and may I call upon Lieutenant-Governor Youngman.” (Applause of 
greeting.) 

Lieutenant-Governor Youngman: ‘‘Department Commander, His Honor the 
Mayor, invited guests and comrades of the Grand Army, I only wish to bring to 
you a few words of greeting. Many of you I know by name, and many I began to 
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know when I was just a little boy and my mother used to take me to the Woman’s 
Relief Corps meetings, or my father to meetings of his Post of the Grand Army. 

“T am certainly delighted to see such a splendid gathering here today. I do not 
believe I can add much, if anything, to what the Mayor has said, but being the 
son of a Union veteran, and a veteran of the Spanish and World Wars, it is needless 
for me to say that I am for adequate military and naval preparation at all times. 
I hate to see our Charlestown Navy Yard slipping, the way it is, and I hope that 
we shall have an about-face and a general plan to deal with all these military estab- 
lishments of New England on a comprehensive and progressive basis. Not that 
we are seeking war, but as the Mayor, has suggested, war in this modern day is 
not something that can be provided for the way the ‘‘embattled farmers stood” 
at Lexington in 1775; we have got to have preparation in these days of tanks, air- 
planes, and every conceivable thing that cannot be gotten together over night, 
and the best insurance against war is adequate preparation according to a military 
establishment worked out through our General Staff in Washington. 

“T am glad that you Boys — which I still insist on calling you — because I was 
taught that when I used to go to the campfires and hear the song about the ‘Bully 
Old Boys’ and ‘How we can smell the scent of the beanpot still,’ and a few of those 
good old Grand Army songs. I am glad the weather has turned right, and hope 
that the rest of your sojourn in Boston will be most delightful. These men who 
come to Massachusetts from out of the State do not need any key, but we are glad 
to give them such a guaranty of admission and safety. This is Grand Army week 
and I can say, both as the Lieutenant-Governor and in behalf of Captain and 
Governor Ely, that the State House is yours!’ (Applause.) 

Commander Turner: ‘‘About this key, we accept it as coming from your heart— 
and the hearts of our countrymen.” 

Mayor Curley: “I hope the time is not far distant when it may be able to open 
something better than war stores.” 

Commander Turner: ‘You have heard the stirring addresses from His Honor 
the Mayor of Boston, and from the Lieutenant-Governor; now we should like 
to hear a few words from Admiral Louis M. Nulton, Commandant at the United 
States Navy Yard.” 

Admiral Nulton: “National Commander-in-Chief, Department Commander, 
Lieutenant-Governor and guests, when I first received the invitation to be present 
today there was perhaps a tinge of sympathy in my reaction to it, — the friendly 
and sympathetic feeling for the men who were passing on; but I now want to tell 
you that after viewing the sturdy faces and hearing the sound lungs from which 
those cheers came awhile ago, it has changed into a feeling of envy; and if when I 
reach your age I shall be able to respond as lustily, and show as vigorous a body 
as your Commander here, I shall be very grateful. 

“The Grand Army of the Republic, the Civil War, and the relation of the ques- 
tion of those times to our national life, both past and present, have been the source 
of great interest to mefrom childhood. I was born four years after the War closed, 
but I was born in a town in a locality which had been fought over incessantly 
during the four years of the War, I was born in a town which changed hands 
eighty-seven times during the Civil War, and in my childhood days I have heard 
my father and his friends, and my mother and her friends, speak of the incidents 
of those days. And as time went on and manhood came along there were certain 
reactions which crystalized, certain opinions which formed, and one of those 
opinions was this, that the War came along because of the honest, sincere, differ- 
ences of opinion of two parts of the country — two groups of men; and that 
statement runs parallel to this, that I have noticed that only bitter feeling, ugly 
comments and antagonisms, and disparaging remarks come from that element, 
whether in the North or South, which did not do the fighting, and never from those 
men of the battle fields. (Applause.) 

“Forty-one years ago, in Young’s Hotel, in the month of November, at the time 
of the visit of the White Squadron to Boston on its first cruise, there was given a 
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banquet to a young officer, the only one at the visit of that fleet. I was that 
young gentleman. How did it come about? 

“Members of the Grand Army of the Republic in after years, in visiting the 
battlefields of the Shenandoah Valley, Virginia, came in contact with men who had 
been on the other side, and out of that spirit of respect and honor held by each 
side for the other friendships were formed which lasted through their lives, and 
it was from a group of the Grand Army in this locality that I was the only one 
honored by an individual banquet. When the War was over my father accepted 
the situation, and the incident was closed so far as he was concerned; there was 
for him but one flag, one country, and to that flag and country he dedicated me; 
and it has been my endeavor to loyally preserve that allegiance and keep faith 
with that flag. Iam finishing now my forty-sixth year in the service. 

“T was impressed again, as the Spanish War came on, with the fact that there 
were in the front ranks, still fighting again, men who in the Civil War had been 
opposed to each other; but the bitterness of enmity was dissipated by the Spanish 
War, and I am impressed more than ever today that during the World War the 
brunt of it was borne by the sons of those men who were in the Spanish and Civil 
wars, and that there will be never again in this country a division because of mutual 
misunderstanding. And the manhood which the Civil War developed on both 
sides, and which we today depend upon and are trying to pass on to our young 
so it shall be a sacred heritage, has got a hold and become an entity with the United 
States of America. 

“Tt is a pleasure for me to be here. I feel honored in being remembered. I wish 
for each and all of you many years of life, prosperity and happiness; and the best 
that we can do as showing our faith is to endeavor to transmit through our children 
and grandchildren those strong and sterling characteristics of faith and manhood 
to which you have been devoted.” (Applause.) 

Commander Turner: ‘A representative of the Sons of Union Veterans asks to 
be permitted to say a word now.” 

A. §$. Holbrook, Commander-in-Chief Sons Union Veterans: ‘Department 
Commander, honored guests, officials and comrades of the Grand Army, I am 
indeed glad to greet the comrades of my father, and to assure you that the members 
of our organization are making every effort — bending every energy — to uphold 
the principles for which you did so much during the days of the Civil War, and for 
which you have lived ever since. As an organization we appreciate very much 
the courtesies that have been extended to us, and we want to assure you that we 
shall consider it an honor to receive so much of the mantle of the Grand Army of the 
Republic as may be offered to any other organization.” 

Commander Turner: “I present to you the Department Commander of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, Dr. Julian D. Lucas.”’ 

Dr. Julian D. Lucas: “Mr. Commander and distinguished guests and comrades 
of the Grand Army, I bring the greetings of the Department of Massachusetts 
Veterans of Foreign Wars to your Encampment and to you as comrades. I also 
desire to thank you for the invitation I have received, and also to tell you that I 
have not been to sleep for twenty-four hours; I have three committees waiting 
at the State House, but the Grand Army comes first. I would leave this message 
with you, that the Veterans of Foreign Wars will carry on the work where you leave 
it. Wehonor you and respect you not only for your services in the Civil War but 
also for the citizenship you have exemplified. I thank you.” 

Commander Turner: “I now present Department Commander Lombard of the 
United Spanish War Veterans.” 

Gen. Walter E. Lombard: “It is my duty and pleasure to bring to you the 
greetings and best wishes of the Department of Massachusetts United Spanish 
War Veterans, an organization in this State composed of over 5,000 volunteers 
of ’98, who were ready to go down into Cuba and drive the Spaniards out of that 
beautiful island and leave it to the Cubans. We were 100% volunteers, but I 
suppose that some of us hesitated, the same as you in ’61, — gave little considera- 
tion before you volunteered. We were sent down into Cuba and Porto Rico from 
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the Eastern States, and from the Western States they were sent to the Philippines; 
we were sent to a foreign war with our Government wholly unprepared as they 
were at the time of the Civil War, and as they were at the time of the World War, 
and probably will be unprepared when the next war comes. 

“Our men went down there clothed in winter clothing to tramp through jungles 
in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines, and with the poor food they got, the 
‘embalmed beef’ and the bacon, after they had been under the tropical sun in those 
places they probably felt a good deal like the boy traveling in Europe when he 
got to Jerusalem; for he wrote home to his parents and said: ‘I am now in the 
country where Christ was born; I wish I was in the country where I was born.’ 

“Feeling that way our soldiers made up their minds they would do the job up 
as quickly as possible, so as to get back again to the good old U.S. A.; and with 
their old Springfield rifles they battled in El Canio, or rushed up San Juan Hill 
and drove the Spaniards out of their entrenchments and back where they were 
ready to capitulate. So the war down there did not last much over three months, 
and most people here thought it was over; but it was not over any more than in 
the Civil War when some of you one-year and three-year men came back home. 
It lasted for four years, and our war lasted four years and two months, the most 
of it being over in the islands of the Pacific. There were only about 30,000 of 
our, troops in Cuba and Porto Rico, but 150,000 fought those savages in the Philip- 
pines, and during the period from April 21, 1898, up to July 4, 1902, when the 
Spanish-American War finally ended, there were 2811 engagements in the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

“Your old friend General Lawton, who lost his life, told General Edwards that 
he probably was in more engagements in the Civil War than any officer in the 
Union Army, but during the Civil War he never experienced such conditions as in 
those Pacific islands; they were savages of the worst kind. . . . What we men 
thought about the Philippinos Mr. Rose of the American Legion and Admiral 
Nulton, who have encountered them, will corroborate, I think. 

“Now, they said we were not prepared; but it shows some degree of preparation, 
because the same day we got our orders to get into camp here in Massachusetts 
Admiral Dewey got his orders to proceed to Manila and sink the Spanish fleet if 
possible, and he started at once. He cut the cable so they could not change their 
minds, and proceeded to Manila, arriving there late April 30th and prepared for 
action, and on the next morning sailed up the harbor and silenced the land battery, 
and within three or four hours had captured or sunk all the Pacific fleet of Spain. 
That was the 1st of May, and it was until the 9th of May before they could prepare 
the papers to muster them out. It was the same in Cuba when Cevera was de- 
feated. Sampson and Schley drove them up into Santiago harbor, and when 
conditions got so deplorable they tried to escape, and were driven up the coast of 
Cuba, and within three or four hours the entire Atlantic fleet of Spain was sunk 
or captured. 

“So I wish you would take this message, that it was nat a short war but a long 
one, because it extended from April 21, 1898, to July 1, 1902, and was fought in 
four different foreign countries. 

“T will conclude my remarks by saying that I am proud to be the Depar tment 
Commander of over 5,000 volunteers willing to risk their lives, willing to go down 
to Cuba — and even with the Expeditionary Force that went ‘into China to quell 
the Boxer Rebellion, just the same as you Boys went forth in ’61 — down into the 
Southern States to free the Negro slaves there. I thank you.” (Applause.) 

Commander-in-Chief James E. Jewel: (All rise.) ‘‘Mr. Commander, Admiral, 
comrades and gentlemen, I am very glad to be with you this afternoon and have 
the honor of being spokesman for the Grand Army of the Republic. It is a gift 
that comes to us but a few times in a lifetime, and I am gratified to be here in this 
notably historic city in Massachusetts, the City of Boston. I was here last October. 

“Referring to what your Mayor said concerning this key, there was something 
else made of those elm trees cut down where the first shot was fired ‘heard around 
the world.’ Mayor Curley presented me with a cane that had a plate upon it 
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similar to this one, on which it was engraved that it was made from an elm tree 
grown at Concord River Bridge, ete. I took that cane home with me and had 
another plate made for it, — ‘Presented to the Grand Army of the Republic by 
Mayor James M. Curley of the City of Boston.’ That cane will remain in my 
family as long as I live, and when I am gone it will be handed down to my descend- 
ants, and they will remember that it came from your worthy mayor of Boston. 

“T had another and greater surprise yesterday when at the Mayor’s office, when 
he presented me with that wonderful navy clock, one of the most beautiful time- 
pieces I ever saw, and which I shall take home and prize the rest of my life; and 
that will also pass down to my posterity. You have a remarkable mayor here, 
and I hope you appreciate him — and no doubt you do. 

“T am glad there are so many of you here this afternoon. I was delighted to 
hear the talk of the Rear Admiral, and the more delighted because he is the son 
of one of the men we fought with and against in the War of ’61 to ’65. When we 
were on those battlefields we were not enemies; .there was no enmity between those 
who carried the guns and did the fighting; we were friends all the way through. 
At the Battle of Fort Blakely, where we captured 235 prisoners, we had our haver- 
sacks filled with rations for the next three days, and when the battle was over the 
Johnnies were hungry, and every haversack was emptied, and to the boys captured 
we gave a good supper. That is the way we treated the Boys. 

“Sixty-five years have passed since that war ended, and the wounds made at 
that time have been healed. It was Governor Dix who said at the breaking out 
of the war, — ‘If any man attempts to haul down the flag shoot him on thespot.’ 
And if any man now attempts to tear open thé wounds made by that war, he de- 
serves to be shot on the spot. 

“Since I have come to this hall I received a letter from General Freeman of 
Richmond, Virginia, in which he has repeated to me the invitation made when I 
saw him in February, asking me to be a guest of honor at the annual Encampment 
of soldiers of the Southern Confederacy which meets in Montgomery the 2d of 
June. He sent my name to the commander-in-chief and had no doubt. I would 
receive an invitation from him to be there;- and I want to say right here, — if 
I receive that letter from the commander-in-chief of the Southern Confederacy, 
I will be there on one condition, and that is, — if they will send their Commander- 
in-Chief out to Des Moines next fall to be our distinguished guest. 

“And I hope it will be carried out; and if there is any ill-feeling left either in 
the North or South, we want to obliterateit; wedon’t want to beenemies! Lincoln 
said we cannot be enemies; we must be friends. We have planted the Stars and 
Stripes since around the world, and not a single star has been torn from it, and 
never will be as long as the people of America continue to be law-abiding citizens. 

“But you cannot pass one law and have one part of the country obey it and the 
other refuse. Every law written on the statute books, whether you like it or not, 
is to be obeyed. If not right it will be repealed. General Grant said, the way to 
determine whether a law is a capable law is to enforce it; and if it is not a proper 
law it has to be repealed. But no matter what your laws are — be law-abiding 
citizens, 

“My stay in this city has been to me a very happy one; I have met nobody 
but feande While my itinerary is a tiresome one, you cannot expect to endure 
at 80 what one could fifty years ago; but I am ‘carrying on.’ I have resolved on 
this plan and am going to carry it out; when I find I am tired, it does not make 
any difference what we have on hand, I am going to rest. - I don’t care how good 
your banquet is, I won’t eat untill am hungry. I have adopted those rules which 
are doing me good, as I have gained two pounds since the campaign opened. 

“T hope now to see a great number of you at Des Moines, Iowa. I spent forty- 
six years of my life in that State, and there is no State in the Union that will do 
more for the veterans of the Civil War than Iowa. They have appropriated 
$20,000 in the Legislature, and are going to spend it for your benefit; we have 
also made partial appropriations, and we are going to extend to you the best time 
in the city of Des Moines you ever had. 
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“T cannot talk longer. We have been here since one o’clock and I know you 
are tired, but I want to tell you there is no class of men that I have ever met that 
I have the respect and love for that I have for my comrades of the Civil War. 
It matters not where I am, — in the country, in the State, in the city; if I see that 
little bronze button on the lapel of a man’s coat he does not pass me without I 
grasp his hand and bid him Godspeed! That is the spirit that possesses the 
veterans of the Civil War; there is that tie of comradeship that exists between 
veterans of the war, and does not exist with any other people. I don’t know what 
it is, but there is something that draws us — keeps drawing us closer, and the older 
we grow the more strongly that draught is made; and I trust and hope that we 
may meet in Des Moines. 

“We cannot all be there. Before this year ends another 8,000 comrades will 
have passed to the Great Beyond, but let us ‘carry on’ and prove to the rising 
generation, to the girls and boys of the country, that if they will follow the example 
set by the Grand Army of the Republic we won’t have such a run of crime as we 
have had the last ten years.”” (Continued applause.) 

Commander: “That spirit of comradeship we are teaching in Massachusetts, 
and the later generation of soldiers will perpetuate that instruction. I now want 
to introduce James P. Rose, acting Department Commander of the American 
Legion.” 

Mr. James P. Rose: ‘National Commander, Department Commander Turner, 
Commander of the Spanish War Veterans, Admiral Nulton, and comrades of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the Department of the American Legion, consisting 
of about 45,000 men and women of this Commonwealth, is honored to have a 
representation of that body in the atmosphere and presence of the remnant of 
Lincoln’s old Army. 

“T have listened attentively to the words of your National Commander, and he 
has called on the youth of America to carry out the ideals and principles of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. He can rest assured that the American Legion, 
with 11,000 Posts in these United States, from the most humble hamlet to the 
greatest city, will carry out the principles that were engendered into our’ very 
bone and marrow, sinew, heart and soul, by the Grand Army of the Republic. 

“My friends, the Legion appreciates the great historical accomplishments of 
the Grand Army of the Republic; it has preserved the Union of the United States, 
and there is no danger of any Balkan states in North America; we have no divi- 
sions of sectionalism or other obstacles to good government. We have a North 
and South, an East and West, all merging into one United States of America, and 
we are obligated to our old Veterans in Blue for that result. They preserved the 
Union; they made it a world power dedicated to God and country, and they can 
rest fully assured that we and the sons that spring from us will preserve it. 

“My friends, we can find no marble white enough upon which to carve the names 
of the Grand Army of the Republic; and when in our youth we went into the schools 
of the nation, and looked with adoration upon the soldiers who answered the call 
with ‘Here we come, Father Abraham,’ we had a feeling that almost consumed us, 
and we were resolved in our childhood minds that if these United States should 
ever issue another call we, in obedience to that noble Army of Lincoln, would 
respond; and when Woodrow Wilson called in 1917 we were only too eager and 
honored to spring to the same defense with the men who aided Lincoln. And we 
received a message from the dead in Flanders Field, to carry on the torch and hold 
it high lest we break faith with our dead. And we will not break faith with them, 
and we will not break faith with the Grand Army of the Republic. (Applause.) 

“Tt is true what all real soldiers say about men fighting on the field of battle. 
I have been fortunate to carry the Red, White and Blue into Cuba, into the Philip- 
pines, into Mexico and into France. My father was a Grand Army veteran. 
The only brother I ever had is buried in a soldier’s grave in France — but I will 
not go into that, because I am guided by the maxim that self-praise is no praise 
at all, and that the service I rendered belongs to me, and I want no thanks from 
anybody — only the consciousness that I did my duty. 
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“You have been told how the Union soldiers emptied their haversacks and fed 
the troops they had conquered — gave rations to the men who thought they were 
right. It reminds me of an instance in France. We went over the top, fighting 
about shoulder high in the dancing and beautiful sunlight of a July afternoon. 
The golden wheat rippled in waves, and coming along I saw a German soldier who 
had lain there about three days with his shoulder shot off. I looked at him and 
he looked at me, and he looked at me like a brave man, as much as to say ‘You 
have got me here, but I dare you,’ and I admired him for it. 

“The first thing he wanted was water, and I said to a couple of boys, ‘Take him 
up and put him under that tree.’ And the boys said ‘He is a Heinie; what are 
we going to handle him for?’ ‘He may be, but you are United States soldiers, and 
you are fighting this game clean and on the level.’ So they picked him up and 
carried him up there, and three weeks afterward, when I got mine, that German 
was lying in the hospital alongside of me, but I did not feel anything against him; 
he was trying to knock me off — and vice versa. 

“My message before I close: In this country we have a lot of mongrels, pacifists, 
soviets or communists, but they all belong to the same litter of dogs, and they 
come here seeking for the equities and rights of the nation and then when they 
get in try to disrupt and destroy the principles of justice, freedom and democracy. 

“You remember when we took the oath in the Army. We call upon Almighty 
God to bear witness that we will not only defend the United States of America 
against our enemies without, but defend her against her enemies within — and 
we have got enemies ‘within.’ (Applause.) 

“They are trying to work on our children, you gentlemen of the Grand Army 
of the Republic know, over your program with the children of your day; you 
who have implanted into us love of country, love of opportunity, and love of liberty 
as distinguished from license; and you who were willing to give your individuai 
lives to preserve those principles so that the coming generations of America may 
enjoy what you and yours enjoyed — you implanted that in the children, and we 
are going to do it in our day. 

“Last Christmas Day, in the great city of New York the Soviets gathered 
thousands of innocent children into a large hall, and what did they do, my friends? 
On the stage they exhibited four characters, — one purporting to be a drunken 
minister, another character purporting to be a drunken rabbi, another a drunken 
priest, another a drunken nun. And they had hundreds of children there, and 
then in their insane madness they made a mockery out of God and all He stands 
for. 

“But the American Legion stands for God and country, and we would line 
them up and we will ship them out, and they will get on their very hands and 
knees and pray to that same God they condemn that they might be privileged to 
come back into these United States, the greatest nation conceived in the hearts 
and minds of men for the liberty of mankind! 

“We have got to do as you did on Memorial Day, November 11th, and on all 
patriotic days. We must go:into the schoolhouses and implant in the hearts of 
the children as they grow up love of the nation and love of God as paramount over 
love of individual life. (Applause.) 

“We cannot live to be a thousand years old, and nobody expects that, and in 
closing all I wish to say to you commanders — National and State — and to you 
comrades in Blue, that when the time is close upon us, when the Great Commander- 
in-Chief of us all blows the Recall for us and we respond, we want Him to take 
his pen of Truth, dip it in the sunlight, and write across the clear blue heavens — 
‘Service like that of the Grand Army of the Republic, honest and faithful! ” 
(Great applause.) 

Commander: “Just now I desire to introduce to you a gentleman who knows 
more about the soldiers of Massachusetts and their records than any other man in 
existence, — the Honorable Fred W. Cross, the Military Archivist in the State 
House, from whom we should like to have a few remarks.” 

Hon. Fred W. Cross: “Mr. Commander, National Commander and distinguished 
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guests, I should be false to my feelings if I did not say in all sincerity that it is a 
very great pleasure to be here; and it has been a very great satisfaction to listen 
to the wonderful words spoken from this platform. 

“A great many of you I have met on Memorial Day and upon other occasions, 
and I have derived the greatest inspiration of my life from the stories of your service 
in the great days of old. One of my greatest pleasures, perhaps, in the last few 
years has been to tramp your battlefields and go over the theater of your campaigns. 

“T have met many of the men you fought against, but I never met one who did 
not think of you all, and speak of you all, as brothers and as comrades. ‘There is at 
least one dear old comrade and friend of mine present in this audience with whom 
I have tramped many battlefields in the State of Virginia, and I have seen your 
Past Commander Comey walking arm-in-arm with old Colonel Tom Proctor of 
Fredericksburg, Virginia, up and down the streets of that city, trying to find a 
ti ae Confederate soldiers with whom he could hobnob and talk over the days 
of old. 

“These associations of those who fought in the War have always been an in- 
spiration to me, and I have learned to respect the sincerity and loyalty of the men 
of both sections to the causes for which they were willing to lay down their lives. 
I am thankful that it has been my work during the past few years to labor on and 
complete a compilation of the records of the men of Massachusetts who fought 
in the Civil War; and it may be of interest to you to know that this very day my 
secretary and I have spent all the morning correcting ‘proof’ of the 21st Massachu- 
setts Regiment, and we hope, before the close of summer or early in the fall, that 
the first two volumes of that work will be finished, taking in the records of men and 
regiments up to and including the 27th Regiment, Massachusetts Infantry; and 
if the Legislature is good and gives us enough money for two more volumes, prob- 
ably by the close of next year four volumes will be out containing the records of all 
the men who served in Massachusetts infantry organizations. 

“My office, Room 258 in the State House, has always been a welcome place for 
Grand Army men, though we see but a few now; they are gradually dropping 
away, and it fills our hearts with sadness as one by one they cease to come in. 
We want you to feel that you are always welcome at the State House. 

“T am awfully glad to see so many here today; it has been very enjoyable to meet 
you and listen to these speakers. It is one of the happy features of the occasion 
that you have with you here the Commandant of the Navy Yard, whom you 
have learned is the son of a Veteran of the 2d Virginia Regiment of the old Stone- 
wall Brigade. What a happy augury such an occasion as this is for our country 
and for us all! I thank you.” (Applause.) 

Commander: “It is now my pleasure to ask Pension Commissioner Flynn to 
address you.” 

Hon. Richard F. Flynn: “(Commander of Massachusetts, National Commander- 
in-Chief, and comrades all, I am in an unique position this afternoon, sitting be- 
tween the National Commander-in-Chief and Past National Commander-in- 
Chief Foster. 

“Comrade Foster, as you may not know, when Commander-in-Chief was re- 
pune for more generous pension legislation than any Commander-in-Chief 

or years. 

“Commander-in-Chief Jewel, as a Spanish War comrade and State official I 
welcome you to a State that has not forgotten its obligations to the veterans. 
Since the Civil War the office of which I am Commissioner has paid out over 
$88,000,000 in State Military Aid, upkeep of Soldiers’ Home, and burial of soldiers, 
gratuities and bounties; and the cities and towns of Massachusetts have paid out 
over $50,000,000 of Soldiers’ Relief; a grand total of at least $138,000,000 paid 
by the taxpayers of this Commonwealth to veterans of all wars, etc. I desire to 
tell you that in no boastful way, so to inform you of what we are doing in this 
State for veterans. 

“Two years ago, because of the zeal of Comrade Benjamin Ham, we enacted a 
most humane bill in this Commonwealth; a measure was passed whereby needy 
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veterans of the Civil War, or their wives and widows, may be aided through my 
Department, regardless of the amount of expense — there is no legal limit, and 
today we have 1,100 cases on the rolls which cost us at least $50,000 a year in 
addition. We have 11 soldiers receiving the benefits of that law and 110 widows 
of the Civil War. That was done for the reason that too often it was found that, 
generous as the laws may be, cities and towns were neglectful; now they are obliged 
by law to bring it to the attention of my office, and we immediately investigate 
cases and make substantial allowances. On one case this month, in addition to 
the pension of the soldier, we paid $150. 

“The hour is getting late, but to me this annual banquet is a happy occasion, for 
the reason that I meet so many comrades of the Grand Army whom I do not meet 
every day. Down on the right is Comrade King whom I knew before the Spanish- 
American War, — a naval veteran of that period with a wonderful record; and 
when I was thinking over the idea of enlisting he immediately inoculated me with 
the notion of getting into the Navy, and I thank God I did! — because I found the 
Navy ready — that they had the punch. We demonstrated that in Manila, and 
I was down in Santiago with Sampson, and got my medal there. 

“T want to leave this thought with you. You appreciate what Massachusetts 
is doing for you, and I trust you realize what I am trying to do for you; and if 
there is anything in God’s heaven that gives me more happiness than to do things 
for you I do not readily call it to mind, because of the letters that come to me 
from the joy of your hearts, in terms I cannot here express. 

“Commander-in-Chief, you are well named Jewel, and as I look into the faces 
of the Grand Army veterans present I see replicas of yourself — every man a 
_ jewel!” (Applause.) 

Commander: ‘‘You will forgive me for reading a personal message. I do it 
because it bears out the feeling that exists between the Grand Army of the Republic 
and all other organizations. This is from my home town Post: ‘Weymouth Post 
79, American Legion, extends its congratulation and well-wishes to you upon your 
election as State commander.’ That illustrated what I would emphasize with 
reference to the relations between the different organizations in the Common- 
wealth. I have the pleasure now to call upon Past Commander-in-Chief Foster.” 

Comrade Edwin J. Foster: ‘‘Commander-in-Chief Jewel, Department Com- 
mander Turner, distinguished guests upon the platform, and my dear old com- 
rades, I find myself today in a peculiar situation. I was invited as a guest to be 
here, and I supposed with all that implied that I was to be a ‘high private in the 
rear rank’ and say nothing; but I was informed last evening that possibly I would 
be called upon, so I made a sacrifice last night and sent my good wife down to a 
wonderful banquet while I remained in my room and tried to think over some 
things I would like to say to you which I jotted down. 

“Now I am going to do something I never did before, and that is to read from 
manuscript what I prepared, and if it doesn’t suit you you will excuse me on the 
ground that I didn’t know what was going to take place. 

“T have passed through what the Commander-in-Chief has passed through, 
and I know he has had to work — as any man does who accomplishes anything — 
and that is what we both have tried to do. So Iam going to read this, and I have 
taken for my subject — ‘Why I am Proud of My Comrades.’ (Reading) — 

“T beg your indulgence for a few moments while I ask you to go back in memory 
to the time when that mightiest army of volunteer soldiers that had ever assembled 
on the face of the earth was called into service, 2,700,000 loyal men to save the 
Union. 

“Those days, that brought these men into their early manhood, were the days 
of intellectual giants and immortal heroes; they were the days of Webster, Clay, 
Seward, Douglas, Charles Sumner and Abraham Lincoln. They were the days of 
our greatest orators, Henry Ward Beecher and Wendell Phillips; they were the 
days of great editors, Greeley and Raymond; the days of the greatest authors 
this country has produced, Whittier, Lowell, Emerson, and many others. They 
were the days of the greatest commanders our world has ever known, — Grant, 
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Sherman, Thomas, Sheridan, and so on. They saved the nation by their services. 
They brought back ‘Old Glory’ unsullied; they preserved our Union undivided; 
but above all stood the character of Abraham Lincoln! 

“T cannot mention the name of that great man without an unusual degree of 
reverence, and I say to you today — yes, to the hundred and twenty millions of 
people in ‘these United States of America — no matter how busy they may be in 
their business transactions, they can well afford to halt long enough each day to 
raise their eyes reverently. towards heaven and thank the Almighty God for the 
day and hour that ‘Honest Abe Lincoln’ was made President of the United States. 

“Just what Edgar Lee Masters hoped to gain by writing such a biography as 
he has, pulling down the highest ideals of one of the greatest statesmen and citizens 
this country, or any other country, ever produced,—Abraham Lincoln,—I am un- 
able to say; but surely that author’s name will be held in derision by all who read 
the criticisms published by the Associated Press. That book was obviously 
written to sell, but let us of the Grand Army of the Republic refuse to read the 
book, and request others to follow our example. 

“Then let us not wait until Lincoln’s birthday anniversary to make programs 
and pay our respects to him, but let us talk about him all through the year, and 
about what he did for this nation. For Abraham Lincoln is still the statesman, 
the leader, the soldier, and will ever be. Paraphrasing his own words in reference 
to the stability of the government, we may say, — The name of this man of the 
people, by the people and for the people will never perish from this earth! And 
if I had my way I would deport this person (Masters) as an undesirable citizen. 

“The Grand Army is an unique organization. Its members believe in Church 
and School, and that our public schools are the foundation of our country! They 
believe in Preparedness; and on that subject I agree with Rear Admiral Bradley 
A. Fiske when he says, — ‘No treaty is worth a dime when the drums begin to 
roll. Your economic prosperity rests ultimately upon your ability to defend it; 
and our ability to defend it is inadequate.’ 

“T further believe that the one and only way to insure peace for America is to 
make no plans for aggressive action, but to make our defences so invulnerable 
that no combination of nations will dare attack us. The elephant lives in peace 
because he preys on none, and none dare attack him. Our country has nothing 
to fear from without, but from within. Our watch-towers should be guarded by 
American citizens only — ‘Lest we forget!’ 

“T bring you today a few declarations as from the Grand Army of the Republic, 
not specifically set forth in any instructions but declarations that rest in the breast 
of your fathers symbolical of ‘America for*Americans!’ They believed (and we 
should believe— that this blessed land of ours should be held sacred for the prin- 
ciples and purposes for which it was inaugurated; that there must be but one 
country, and that country must be the United States of America. There must 
be but one language, and that language shall be the official language of the United 
States of America. There must be but one flag floating over this country, — 
your flag — my flag — and the ‘Flag of the Free’; and if there be anyone in this 
land who cannot subscribe to these laudable purposes and designs, let us firmly 
see ee the gates through which he enters this country swing outward as well as 
inward! 

“Let us say to the nations of Europe that they should pay their debts; say to 
every individual in the United States audibly and strongly that the Constitution 
is the supreme law of the land, and it must be enforced. Let us say to all future 
citizens, men or women, — ‘We must insist upon integrity, honesty and patriotism 
in those we vote for.’ 

“T do not for a moment believe that there ought to be a foot of land for a man 
to stand on here in this country who loves any flag better than the flag that pro- 
tects him; and I affirm that we all need a new baptism of Abraham Lincoln’s 
patriotism, and that of the men represented here today who laid down their lives 
on the altar of their country. They did not die physically, but they laid down 
their lives on the altar of country. We are looking today for men who can be 
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martyrs for country, for flag, and for the Union; for we are living amidst perilous 
conditions, and it is quite patent to those who give thought to the future that 
we should do our part today in order to ensure a future better for our posterity 
than the present is for us. 

“The country affords an inexhaustible field for patriotic endeavor. No one 
who loves his country need mourn for something to do. We have a vision of 
glorious possibilities for statesmen of ability and foresight in years to come. 

“Citizens, the interests of the United States depend much on your future action; 
get together and let your motto be, — ‘Put none but Americans on guard,’ and 
God grant that some day the men who can devise means to hold back great floods, 
construct aeroplanes that will cross the ocean, radios that will transmit the human 
voice from continent to continent, may employ their ingenuity to put an end 
to war! 

“To our Spanish and World War comrades I will repeat the words of Robert 
Service, the soldier-poet, — ‘Carry on, carry on; fight the good fight and true. 
Have faith in your mission. Greet life with a cheer, There is big work to do, 
and that is why you are here. Carry on, carry on; let the world be better for you, 
and_at last when you die let this be your cry, — Carry on, My Sout, Carry on!’ ” 

Commander: “I have one more speaker, and one I know you will be glad to 
listen to, for some time you may come under his care. I refer to Commandant 
Parker of the Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea.” 

Commandant Charles W. Parker: “Commanders-in-Chief, distinguished guests 
and my dear old comrades, I am not going to make an extended speech, as I have 
already been twice before the Encampment. 

“The only sentiment I want to express is that of my appreciation for the cour- 
tesies extended to me this past year, as well as for the continued co-operation of 
the Grand Army in all past years. And I assuredly want to voice; my hearty 
appreciation for the acknowledgment made by the Convention this: morning. 
During the last twenty years I have worked heart and soul for the interests of the 
Civil War veterans, especially for those in the Home. They are being taken the 
best care of, and they will be efficiently cared for in the future, so far as I am 
concerned. I thank you.” 

Commander: “Comrades, I think you have been amply enlightened and enter- 
tained here this afternoon at the banquet so generously provided, and we will 
close this sixty-fifth Encampment with the singing of ‘Auld Lang Syne.’—” (That 
function is performed in a characteristic manner.) 

(And so the sixty-fifth Encampment of the Department of Massachusetts 
Grand Army of the Republic ended.)
